hadeyther ſcene,or heard their fathers report, of the ſreſh/and late yoke of crueil 
ſeruitude vnluckely atterpptedto be ſhaken off,and recouet their auncient liberric } 
then I fay when the murdering of Julzus Ceſar rhe Dictator, ſeemed vnto ſome a 
wicked, and vnto others a worthy deede; laughed to fee/that now an old Prince 
which had raigned ſomany yeares, and prouided heires to ſucceede.him in might 
and wealth, ſhould neede agard of ſouldiers quietly to celebrate his funerals, This 
bred ſundry ſpeeches of Augn#us, many marueclling at vaine and friuolous things ; 
as thathis death fell on the fame day he was made Emperour : that he dyed at I\ 4/4 
in the ſame houſe and chamber,rthat before him his father OZauzw did: they made 
jt a great matter that he alone had been as oft Confull, as Yalerins Cornijzus, and 
C:44ar1u both together: that he had continted Tribune ſeuen'and thirtie yeares; 
had beene honored with|ithe name of Emperour one and twentie times; with many 
other old and new dignities beſtowed or inuented for him.|Bur among the better, 
fort his life was diuerfly commended or diſfcommended: Some fayd, that the love 
of his father,andthe care of the Common-wealth,at thattime-when all Iawes were: 
daſht, droue him to ciuill warres pwhich can neuer be begup or proſecuted by any 
* good meanes: and that he had yeelded in many things to LL2tony, and to Zepidns 
in like maner, becaufe he would revenge his fathers death, For ſeeing the one grew:

_ Yeuftws funerals being ended according tothe vſuallmanner ; a temple and 


ward all ſures and requeſts were made to Tiberius, who diſcourſin diuerſly 


of the greatnes of the empire, and in modeſt termes of his owne inſufficiencie, 
thought Auguſtus wifedome onely capable of ſo weightie a charge ; thathimſelfe 


- being aſſumed by Augu/tzs, as an aſſociate and partnerin the ſtare, had by good 


proofe learned,how hard a matter, and how ſubie& vnto fortunes change: rule and 
ſoueraigntie was. And ſeeing the citic was repleniſhed with ſo many famous and 
woerthie perſonages, betterir were and more eaſe, thatmanie, joining their ſtudies 
and cares rogither,ſhould vndertake the charge,than caſt all vpon'one mans ſhoul- 
ders. This ſpeech carried greater maieſtie than truth: for Tiber;w either by nature, 
or by cuſtome, yea cuen in rhoſe things which he would haueknowen ,ſpake alwaies 


darkly and doubrfully; bur then of ſer purpoſe endeuoring ro hide his drifts, wrap- 


ped himſelferhore than cuer, in a\danke cloud of vncertaintie and ambiguitie. But 
the Lords of the Senate fearing all one thing (which was leaſt ſomeperill might en.

bribes and vnſeemely ſures, were well contented ro accept the authoritie: Tzbers 
ſo moderating the matter, that he commended onely fower competitors, which 


| ſhould be elected withour ſute or feare of tepulſe. The Tribunes of the people made 


requeſt,that itmight be lawfull for them to ſer foorth plaies at their owne coſts, 
and recorde them-in the Calendar of the Citie, and call them Augultales., by 


the name of CAHugnitus. ThePPlayes were graunted : but the coſts and expenſes 


were to riſe out of the publicke Treaſury : and that it ſhould be lawſull for them to 


 wſethe trriumphallrobe in the race, but notbecarried in a'Charjor.

for no new occaſions,but only becapſe the change of the Prince gaue licence 
of hurlyburly, and hope of gaine by ciuill warres, Theſe were three legions of 


of Awguitus; and Tiberius entering to the gouetnment (in regard of the vacation 
which then hapned, or ioy conceiued) neglected the accuſtomedcare of his dutic. 
Herevpon the fouldyers began to grow licentious and quarelſome, and gaue care 
to the moſt diſiolute and Tbrdered : and in fine, hunted after riot and eaſe; ſer 
nought by all military diſcipline, and refuſed traueli and labour, There was one 
Percennius in the garriſons, who had bene ſometimes a ringleader of fatious com- 
panions on Stages and Theaters ;afterward a common ſouldier; an impudent and 


faucy prater; well practiſed in diſturbing aſſemblies, to ſhewe fauour vnto ſuch 


actors as he fauored, This Percennins after the better ſort were; gone to their lod- 
gings,by little and little in ſectet conuenticles in the night, or inthe ſhutting of the 


euening,gathered rogether,and ſtirred vp|the vnexperteſt ofthe ſouldyers;and ſuch 


as were moſt doubrfull what entertainement they ſhould expe afterthe death of 
Aueuus. And when he had gathered abqut him of the moſt licentious a ſufficient

enſignes; and ſacking villages adioining,& Nauporrt it ſelfe, which might haue paſ- 
ſed for areaſonable free towngziniuried & reuiled the Centurions which went < a 
to bridle them firſt with ſcoffes and reprochful termes; then with blowes & ſtripes. 
But they had aneſ veciallhart-burning againſt Aufidrenus Rufus, the campe-maiter z 
whom they pulled out of his chariot ,andJoaded with a fardell of ſtuffe,& made him 


- march totmoſt otall the companie : naw & then asking him in a mockerie whether 


he bare ſo greata burden willingly or not or whether ſo long a tourney ſeemednot 
tedious vnto him? This Rufus had long g been 2common ſoldier; then a Centurion 
chenthe Camp-maſter: and fought to renew the ancient rigor of ſeruice: and peiog 
himfclte hardnedto beate any labor ayer was ſo much the more cruel, bicau 
himſelte had endured the like; Theſe companies toining with the other legions, bez 
gan to. rebell atreſh ; and ſtragling ſonje one waie, ſome another ; deſtroy and 
waſte al zbout them. Bleſas tg terrific thereſt, commanded ſome few, and eſpecially 
ſuch as had the greateſt pillage, to be apprehended, whipr and caſt into priſon; for 
euen then the Centurions, ad the bettep ſort of thefoldiers were obedient to the 
Lieutenant. But the priſoners drew backe, and reſiſted fuch as led them, catched 
holde and embraced the knees of the ſtandersby ; calling eucrieman by his name, 
or bythe name ofthe band he ſerued vnder, or cohort, or legion; ; crieng that they

For the Skie beingcleere and bright, yerthe Moone ſeemed to be eclip- 
ſedona ſudden; which the ſouldiers z being ignorant of the cauſe, conſtrued as a 
 prefage ofpreſentill lucke : and comparing their attempts, to the eclipſe; were of 
opinion that their ae em be proſperous, if the goddefſe ſhould become 
cleere and bright againe. VVhereupon they began with Trompets,Corners,and 0- 


_ therbrazen inſtruments, to make a lowd noiſe, now ioyfull, now ſad, as the Moone | 


appeared cither clecre or darke. But when the black clowdes, riſing, tooke from 
them the ſight ofthe Moone,ſuppoſing ſhe had bene hidden in darknes,and vrtterly 
loſt her light : as troubled minds fall eaſily into ſuperſtition, they began to com- 
the gods turned their faces from their wickednes. Ceſar thinking it expedicnt to 
make his profit of their feare ; and ran ve that by witedome, which fortune had 
offered; commaunded the Pauillions to be viewed; Clemens the Centurion to be 
called, and ſuchothers, as for their laudable vertues were belt liked of the common 
fort: who thruſting themſelues into the watch,the wardes,and gatckeepers,increa- 


Plaine and lament, that, that portended their labours ſhould haue no end; and that

| thenextmorning calling an aſſembly, alrhough he were no great Oraror; yet che 
| worthines of his birth ſupplying that want, he condemned their former, and com- 


mended their preſentbehauior, Aſſured them rhar hewas not to be ouercome with 


| fearc andrhreatning: bur if he perceiued in them a modelt cariage, intreatie | f 
pardon with ſubmiſſhion;he would write vato his father, that forgetting that whith 


was palt,he would giue eare to the legions ſuites, Actheir intrearie BYeſis,and [.., 
onins, a Gentleman Of Rome, and one of Drnſus company, and Jus Catony 
chiefe Centurion,yere ſent againe to Tiber/4s, This done, Druſze countellers 
aoreed in opinions: ſome holding it expedient, rhatexpeCting the/Embaſladors je- 
tune: the fouldiers in the meane ſeaſon ſhould be gently intreated :'fome'rhar 
iharp remedics ought to be vfcd; afhrming that there was no meane-inthe com- 
mon people; and vnleſſe they were kept in awe, they would keepe others vh cr. 
Thar they might cafily bedealtwirhall whileſt rhey ſtoode in tearc; and therefore ir 
was needefull thatrhe! ſhould be brideled by their Generals authoritic :the rigs 


leaders of the teuolt exccuted, whileſt yer the ſuperſtition heldthem in aftoni 1- 


ment, Hereupon Drafj being naturally of arovgh diſpoſition, cauſed Percemmmres 
and Yibulenzs tobe putto death. Some fay they were murdered in the Gouetnors - 
tent; others that their bodies were throwne outof the rampireto the'error ofthe 
reſt. After this, a.ſearch was| made for the principallicapraines ofthe confſpitadie: 
whereof ſome'Toming about the camp, were flaine by the gard: others the ſouldi- 
ers themſclues deliuered, ay a teftimonie of their allegeance,into Dyyſwshands. F 
there did nothing tore augtnent the ſouldiers diſtreſſed caſe,then an vntimely wi 
ter, continuall and cruell raines ; that they could neyther pur foote out of their 
tents; nor meete together: nor hardly keepe vp theirſtandarts, through boiſterous 


windes, and tormie ſhowers, toſſing them hither and thither. They were not yer 
rid of the feare, the heauens1re ſtroke them into : imagining thar the Narres giew 
not darke in vaine againſt their wickednes$and that the tempeſts fell vpon t 
for their lewde and villanous demeanor. These was no comfort left, burto abandon 
thoſe vnlucky, and difloyall camps 3 and being purgedot their offence by ſome pro- 


|  pitiatory facrifice, each legion to repaitc ro his ſtanding camp. 'Fhe eight le on

higher, vnder the Lieutenant C.Sz/;wme : the other the lower , ynder A.Ccina. But 
the Lord generall ouer themall, was Germanzers, then greatly buſted in leuying of 
| ſubſidies and raxations in Gallia, Thoſe which Sz/zzs commanded, wauering and 


irreſolute, looked into the ſucceſſe of others reuolt : butthe lower armie grewe into 
a rage and furie : the confſpiracie beginning by the one and rwentith and fifr 
legions, which drew alfortotheir fide the firſt and the rweltth:; all of them being in 


the ſame ſommer campes, in the confines of Vbium, idle, or in very caſfic ſeruice. 
Aduertiſement being come of _\ven#w dearh, a multitude of citic-borne bond- 


men,and after made free, newly muttered to be ſoldiers, giuen to licentiouſnes,and 
impatient of labour: beganto fill the mindes of the ruder ſort,with theſe ſpeeches. 
That the time was now come, thatthe olde ſoldier might demand a ſhorter time of 
ſeruice; the new greater pay;and all in generallan end of their miſeries: and oppor- 
runitic giuen to reuenge the crueltie of| the Centurions, This was not ſpoken by 
one alone, as when Percenmm incited the legions of Pannonie, nor vnto daſtards 


looking that men of bertercourage than they ſhould begin : but many ſedirious 


mouthes'/and voices,were at once heardito ſay; that the whole Romane ſtate was in 
their hands; that by their victories it was growen great: andthatof them the Em- 
perors tooke their ſurname. The Lieutenant, therage of the multitude having ra- 
ken away his conſtancie, durſt not refiſt them : when on the: ſudden like frantike 


- men,with their ſwords drawen (a very olde ſubic& of quarrell and hatred in ſoldiers, | 
and a beginning of cruelrie) they fell onthe Centurions; threwthem along ; laide | 
them on with ſtripes ; three/ſcore to one, to make euen number with the Centuri- 


ons. And hauingthus mangled and torne them, and{laine ſome, they threw them 
out of thetrench, or into the riuer of Rhene. Among others Sept;mim fled to the 


Tribunall, and caſt himſelfe ar Cec;nacsfeere : but was with ſuch importunacie de= 
| manded, that he could not but deliuer him to the butcherie. Ca Cheres (famous | 
afterward to poſteritic for murdering C.Ce/er)then ayoong man, bur of a ſtour and 
| braue courage, madeway with his ſword, through ſuch, as armed, went about to 
| hinder his paſſage. After that neither Tribune, nor campe-maſter was obcied ; the 


watch and warde,and wharfocuer the preſent time required, was ordered,anddiſtri- 
buted among themſelues. Thoſe which \deepely looked into the diſpoſition of ſol- 
dicrs ziudgedita ſtrong argujnent, ofa great and wplacablereuolt, thatthey were 


' not ſcattered and diuided; nor any attenzpt giuen by a few ; but grew inſolent alto- 
gither: were quiet at once with ſuch a moderation and conſtancie, that thou woul- 


deſt haue thoughtthey had been gouerned by one head. In the meane ſeaſon,newes 


was brought to Germanicus(who as Thaue faid,was leuying of ſub{idies and tributes 
in Gailia) that Auguius was departed. Germanicus had married Auguſtusniece CL- 


grippina,and had by hir many(children,and was Druſ#s,Tiberms brothers ſonne,and 
nephew to Auguſta: but greatly perplexed, by reaton of his vacles and grandmo- 
thers-ſecrethatred towards himz ſo much the more deepe and deadly, bicauſe vn- 
iuſt, This proceeded of the good will and remembrance which the people of Rome 
had of Draſus : all ofthem certainly belecuing, that if he had gotten.the ſoueraign- 
tie, he would haue ſerlibertieon foore agaific : and hoping the like of Geymanicns, 
bare hin the like affeion. This yoong Prince was of a milde diſpoſition,very cour- 
teous, nothing atall reſembling Tberzw in countenance, or couert and atTogant 
ſpeech. Beſides this, womens quarrels were mingled among, Lzia (as isthe maner 


> allſtepdames) exaſperating Tiberius againſt Agrippine: a woman indeede cafily 


ouc towards hir husband, though other- 
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| thatthey had determined toſacke Colen; and hauing imbrued their hands with that

wiſe of an inuincible ſtomacke, yet turned all to the beſt. But the neerer Germaniqus 
was to thehigheſt hope,the more he labored roſettle Tyberain the ſtate : compel. 


ling the Sequans adioining,and thecities of Belgja ro ſweare:their allegeance vnto 


him. Then vnderſtanding of the hurly burly of the legions, departing in all fj peede, 


'| merthe ſoldiers out of their campe, hanging downe'the head ;-repenting themiof

that they had done. He was no ſooner withinthe trench, bur there was heard a.con- 


fuſe lamenrarion and complaint among them : ſome taking him by the hand ag it 


were tokiſſe ir, thruſt his fingers into their mouthes, that he might feele e9el ht 


| roothleſſe: others ſhewed their crooked bodies with age . Who perceiving them 


confuſely ſhuffled togither , commanded to ſeparate themſelues into companies, ' 
the cafier to heare his anſwere: and beare their enſignes before them the betterto - 
diſcerne their bands: wherein they obeied lowly ynough. Germanjcws begininihg) 
with the renerence of Auguſtus fel) bylittle and lictle into theſpraiſe of the viRtories | 
and triumphes, and eſpecially the famous exploites Tiberins had done in Germanie 
with thoſe legions] Then extolled the vnirie of Italie ; the loyaltic of Galliaz ahd 
how all other partes of theempire werequier. The ſoldiers gauecare-vnto all this 
with filence, or with a ſmallmurmuring : butas ſoone as he beganro rouchtheir | 

mutinies ; expoſtulating z What was become of the modeſt behauiour of ſoldiers ? »» 

where was the honor of ancientdiſcipline? whither they had driven their Trihunes, 5» 
and Centurions ? they all vnclothed themſelues, ſhewed himtheir wounds, fears, »» 


| and marks of their ſtripes: then with a confuſenote, how deerelythey boughtrheir 
' eaſeand vacations; found fault with their ſmall pay3 the intolerable paines they 


were put to in working /: by name condemning the rampires, trenches, ſeeking of 
ſtower,carrying of ſtones &timber, and all other prouiſions,citherneceflariein the 
campe or to keepe the ſoldiers fromidlenes. But the greateſt clamors were heard 

to proceede from the old ſoldiers z whereof ſome hauing ſpent thirtie yeeres mm ſer- 

uice,ſome more; beſought himto prouide for ſuch oner wearied poore foldiers'; and 
not ſuffer them to end thereſt of their daies, in miſerie andpaine: but delivered of 
ſuch labor and toiles,that they might arlengrth enioie repoſe without penurie. Some

vnasked. Atthe ſame time,jcertaine vexiliarie ſoldiers which|continued vnder en- 


ſignes,and were placed fora guarde tothe countrey , of two legions which before 


wereatiarre, began a tumult in the countrey of the Chauceans : which was quickly 
ſuppreſſed by putting to death two of the ſoldiers. Which Adennims the Camp- 
maſter commanded rather for example , then right of his office. Bur the tumult 
growing hot, Mexnzus fled z;and being found our,perceiuing that there was no ſafe- 


tie in lurking , tried whatboldnes coulde auaile : faying That they bent nor their } 


forces againſt the Camp-maſter; bur againſt Germaniers their Generall, and Tibe- 
rizs the Emperor : perceauing that thoſe words daunted ſuch as would have hinde- 
red him ,-ſnatching vp anenfigne, went tothe riverſide; and denouncing him a 
fugiriue and traitor which refuſed to follow ; brought themto the winter ſtanding 
campe, aſtonied,and not dating to atterypt any thing. In the meane ſeaſon theem- 


| bafladorsſent from the Senzte'to Germanicws,found him at Vbium,atthe place cal- 
 ledthe Altar, VVhere two legions,the firſt and the twentieth wintered, with the old 


ſoldiers lately diſmiſſed and kept vnderenſignes. The timorous and troubled in 
conſcience, were ſurpriſed with a ſudden feare , leaſt ſome were come by comman- 


 dementvfthe Senate, to make fruſtrate all, they had wrung outby rebellion. And 


asthe manner of the people is , alwaies falſely to accuſe ſome one'or other whom 
they ſuſpeR: ſo now they laide all the blame, on Munatzze Planer; who had beene 
Conſulland chiete in the Embaſie : affirming him to bethe atthor of that decree, 


 Andinthedeadof the night; went to Gerymaricws, importunately demanding an en- 
_ fignewhich wasin his houſe/: and flocking togither brake downe the gates: entered 


his houſe ;drew Germanicmus out of his bed ; and threatening to kill him , forced him 
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to deliuerthe enſtgne. Then running vp and downe,they met with the embaſfadars, 
hearing of the/deſperatetumult, going to Geymanieas: the ſoldiers injuring them, | 
and readie to kill them: and; aboue others P/ancxs, who in regarde of his dignitic _ 
coulde not flee : hauing no ather refuge left in diſtreſle and'danger, then ro Fe to 
the campe of the firſt legion: where imbracing the ſtandard and enſignes, ___ 


| ſafeticasin areligious place, And had not Ca/phnrnius, the ſtandard bearer,gar cd. 


him from the furie of the ſoldiers (athing which ſeldome hapneth,cuen among the 
enimies) an embaſſadorof thepeople of Romein the Romans campe , had with his 
bloud polluted thealrars of the gods. Aﬀoone as it was daie, thatthe L. Generall, 
the ſoldier, and the attempts might be knowen 5 Germanzeus entered the campe : 
and cotamanding Plaxcusto be brought to-him,placed him in the Tribunall by him. | 
Then ſherpely rebuking their farall rage, ſtirred vpby the wrath of the gods; and 


-not the ſoldiers will: he openeth vntothemthe cauſe of the embaſſadors comming : 


their priuiledges: bewailing with greateloquence, Plarcusvndeſerued hap; and the 
diſcreditof the legions. And hauing rather rauiſhed then quicred rhe aflemblie, 
ſent away the embafſſadors with a garde of auxiliarie horſemen. During this feare, 
eucric manblamed Germarjcus, that he went not tothe ypperarimic, where/he 
ſhoulde haue both obedience, and aide againſt the rebels: thathis fault had beene 
great inough,in diftnifling the ſoldiers with moneyin their purſes, and viingthem 
ſocurteouſly. And it he made no greater reckoning of his owne perſon; yer he had 
no reaſon to leaue his yoong ſonne,and his wife great with childe,as a praie tg furi- 
ous and mad men; bredkers OFall humane lawes. And that he ſhould preſeruethem, 
at the lcaſtwiſe,fo theirgr ndfarther, andthe common-wealth, Hethen weighing 
long what he were beſttoreſolue: his wife refuſing to forlake him ; alleaging, that 


| ſhewasdeſcended from _Avguftus,and proteſting that ſhe would neuer degenerate - 


from hir bloud,wharſocuer danger might be preſented: atlaſt embracing barh hir 
and the child, with manie teares conſtrained hir ro depart. Away then packt this [a- 
mentable companie of women z and the Generals wite: fleeing with his little fonne 


 inhirlap, witha hcauietroupe ofhir friends wiues abouthir, lead away with hit for 


companie: thoſe which remained behinde, no lefſe forrowfull then they. This re- 
ſemblednor a triumphing Ceſar, marching our ofhis campe:: burtthe bewailing and 
lamentation of a citie,conquered andſackt of the enimie. Which piercing the cares 
ofthe ſoldiers : they went our of their cabbines; enquiring whatthat dolorous tune 
was? and from whence proceeded that lamentablenoiſe? And perceiuing thoſeino- 


ble dames to go without any Centurion ordoldier, togardethem; and theit Em- 


perours wife deſtitute of hir accuſtomed traine z going towards Treuers, t9com- 
mit hirſelfe to the mercie of ſtrangers : were ſtroken into ſhame and compaſſion: 
when they called tro minde Agrippe hir father, Augu#ws hir grandfather , and 
Druſus hir father in lawe : and how ſhe hir-ſelfe was for hir chaſtitic and childe 
bearing,honored of al: and how ſhe had had, a childe borne and brought vp in their 
campe :whom by a militaric name they called Calzewla: bicauſe thatto win the fa- 

uour of the common ſoldier,he wore thefatne kinde of ſtocking or buskin as he'did. 

But nothing did moouethem more,theh the hatred to hoſe ot Treuers: andthere- 


fore began to intreat,and hinder their goingpraying hir that ſhe would returneand 
remaine with them, Some ran before _Agrpine; many turned backe to Germa-. 
nicis: who through the late gecaſions, Ver ful of griefe and anger, vttered' to the 
mulcicudes abourhin\ahis eech asfolloweth, | SE

' viage;z hewent abour to viſite the wounded : praifing in particulareuery ones bp 
 liantnes,and looking on their wounds ; fed one with hope,and an other with praiſe: 
| woonall by good words, and care, and made them conſtant ro himſclfe, and teſo- 
| luretofight. The ſame yeare by decree of Senare, the markes of triumph were or- 
| dained for A.C ecrma, L.Aprovites, C.Silias for their noble exploites atchicucd vhder 
 Germanicus, And Tiberius refuſed the Title, of father of his countrey, which the 
| people had often calt vpon him. Nor would not fuſfer any to ſweare, to the obſer ; 
| vation of his ordinances, alrhough the Senate were thereto conſenting: athrning, 
| that all morrall things were'mutable and vncertainez and the higher he ſhould 
 clime, theſlipperer his eſtate ſhould be. Notwithſtanding all this, they could not 
| beperſivaded that he meant well to the citizens; becauſe he had pur on foote a- 
* gaine the law of treaſon, knowenrto the ancients by the ſame name. Bur by vertue

peius Macro the Pretor asked |\whether iudgement ſhould'be ginen, touching 
the ſaid crime, made an{weicz thatthe lawes were to be obſerued. Tberius was the 
more exaſperated, through certaine verſes caſt abroad by an vncertaine author, 
apainlt his crueltie, pride, and difagrecing with his mother, It hall nor be agile, 
it I rehearſe , with what pretended crimes, Falanius and Raubrics, both meane 
Gentlemen of Rome were charged : to make it knowne by what beginaings,/ what 


ſleights of Tiberizs, an vtterruine of the common-wealth was intended, then ſup- - 


preſſed; afterward reviuedagaine, andinthe end, ouermaſteredall. Falanimueatcu-' 
 ſerobiected againit him, that amongſt other worſhippers of Luguitms (for fuch 


fellowſhips there were almolt incuery houle as ir had beene Colleges)he had re- 
ceived one Caſs a ſtage:player, and infamous of his bodie: and that with his 


gardens he had fould'_1yguitrs image. Rubryius was accuſed to haue violated an 


oath made in CHugufusnaimne. VVhen theſe things were brought to Tiberius 


; Norice, heanſwered: That his father had not aplaceaffigned him in heauen by ,, 
\.- decree of Senate, becauſe thathonor ſhould be connerted to the ouerthrow'of the ,, 


citizens, That CaſGus the ſtage-player, was wont tobe admirted with others ofthe 
ſame trade, tothe playes which his mother had conſecrarcd to Auguitus memoric.

ther time, not touching any of thoſe particulars, he perſaded the futers, notro_ 
diſturbe the elections, by bribing and canuaſtng: promiſing that himſe]lfe would be 
 ameanefor them. And oftentimes heſayd, there were no more which pretended | 
 tobeſuters, but ſuch only, whoſe names he had preſented vnto the Conſuls: and 

' that others might bring in their names likewiſe, if they would truſt either to their 
merit or fauor. Butall was but faire words, and in deede deceipttull and without ef- 

fet: and by how muchthe more they were masked with a colour of libertie,by fo 
- much the heauier and grecuouſer a ſeruitude they were like to bring after them.

then being gathered round i ina ring, evlerthrewi them 3 ſome neere, ſome farre off. 
Carrowalda hauing long | ſuſtained the brunt of the enemie exhorted his ſoul- 
diers cloſely together, tb.breake into the enemic troupes: himſelfe venturing a- 


monegſtrhe thickeſt, was beaten dovne with datts 3 and his horſe killed vnder him, 


and many noble men abgut him. The reſt cicher through cheir owne valour, or aide 


of the horſemen, with Stertiniu and Aemiling, elcaped danger. When Ceſar had

| much frer and greeuethem as! this ſpectacle: in ſo much that thoſe which 


' wereon thepointtoabandon their divellings, and make preparation to paſlle 


theriuer Albis; catche vp their weapons,and demaund battell. Thecemmon {orr, 


the chiefe Gentlemen,yohg andold,aflaile and endanger the Romans. Ac laſt they 


choſe a place; enuironed with wopds and a riuer, which had a narrow wateriſh 


plaine within it, The woods were enutroned likewiſe with a deepe marth :fauing on 


onefide, where the Angriuarians had raiſed vPa broad cauſey, by which their rter- 
ritories were ſeparatedfromthe Chetuſci.

and three thouſand horſmen: and himlſelfe inuaded the Marſi with ſtronger forces. 
Their Capraine called lalwondarteig not long before had yeclded hinfſelfe,gaue 
notice how, that nor far off, an enſigne of Yarw legion was buried , and kepr but 
with afl:nder guarde. A band of men/was ſent thither out of hand : with dire&ion, 
that ſome ſhould coll them out , and affaile them in the front z and others by inui- 
roning them behind,co open the earth. and rake outtheenſigne:fortune ſhewing hir. 
ſelfe fauourableto both the companies, This made Ceſar more forward, and ente- 


Teth further into the land: waſterh, forragerh, rifleth the countrey; the enimie not 
daring toencaunter him : or if at any time he did reſiſt 5 he was ſtraight driuen back 
neuer(as they vnderitood by certaine captiues)fearing more n their liues. For they 


gaue out,that the Romans were inuincible , and not to bedaunted with any misfor-

raigned denying it; it wasthought good, that his bondmen which knew his hand, 
ſhould be examined vpon the rack.

- nate, it was not lawfull totorturea bondman againit the life of his Lordz7yberius a 

ſubrile deuiſer ofnewlawes, commaundeth them all to be ſold to a publick Actor, 

_that without preiudice ofthe decree, they might be tortured, as not being 7.zboes 
bondmen. Whereupon Zzbo deſired that the matter might be deferred tothe next 

day. And being at his houſe, intreated his neere kinſman P.Qurrinizs, to make the 
laſt interceſſion fer him to the Prince:who had anſfwere giuenhim that he ſhould 
intreate the Lords of the Senate. In the meane ſeaſon his houſe was beſet with a 
gard of ſouldiers, who in the entry madeſuch anoiſe,that they might cafily be both 
heard and ſeene. VVhenas Z;jbo loathing the very ſight of the dainties miniſtred for 
| hislaſt comfort, began rocallfor ſome one romurder him:and taking his'bond- 
mens right hands, and putting a ſwordin them, whileſt they trembling with feare, 
and refuſing to do it, ran from one place to another: ouerthrew the lighton the 
table; in that mortall and deadly darknes, he thruſt himſelfe twiſe in the guts. Ar 
the grone when he fell , his freed men came runningabouthim: bur the fouldiers 
ſeeing the murder,ſtoode aloofe. Notwithſtanding, the accuſation was proſecuted 
. with like afleueration, and Tzberis ſwore, thatifhe had nor voluntarily haſtened 
_ hisownedeath, he woul4haue beggedhis life, although he had beene guiltie. His 
goods werediſtributed among the accuſers,and Pretors roomes wereextraordina- 

_ rily giuento ſuch as were of the Senate. Then Cotta Heſalinwm, gaue his opinion, 

that Zzboes image ſhould not be carried in the funerals ofhis ollerite C.Lentulus,

Ods there was none in the ſtrength ofthe nations, or 
valour of Capraines, but thatthe name of aking, which *A{aroboduus tooke vpon 
him, was odious to the common people : and Arminzus fauured becauſe he fought 
for libertie. And therefore not only|the Cheruſci, and their confederates : Arm 
viz olde ſouldiers tooke armes : bur the Sweuian nations alſo of Aarobodurms 
kingdome. The Semnones and the Longobards tooke part: and ioyning with Arm 
nite had preuailedz if Inguiomerit with aſtrong companie of his vaſlalles , had nor 
fed to Aiarobodurs for. no othercauſe, but onely being oldand vncle ro Arminr- 
ws, diſdainedto obey him being bur yoong and his brothers ſonne. They pitcher 
their batrel[ with'like hope on both ſides: not vſl ingrouing incurſions, or skirmi- 
ſhing in {catered troupes, as the manner of the Germans jn times paſt hadbecne: 
| butbylong warring againſt vs, they had accuſtomed themſelues to follow their en- 
c« ſignes, ſtrengthen and aide one another, and obey their Capraines. Then Armin;- 
« us viewing his armie on horſebacke vaunted to all he mer, that their libertiewas re- 
« couered;the legions {laine: W ſhewed i in the hids of many of the ſoldiers,the ſpoiles 
« and armouirwhich by forge they had taken from the Romans. Contrarily he called | 
 «.CAearoboduus arunnagate , vaskilfullin warres ; thathe had faucd himſelfe in the 
« lurking holesof Hereynia; and then by gifts andembaſſies,entreated an agreement: 
« that he was a traitor to his countrey , and one of Ceſars followers : therefore that 
- « theyſhouldehrult him out; withnolefſe hatred then they hadſlaine P aru Quinit- 
. «& g;thattheyſhould|nor callto minde fo many battels: by tuccefſe of which ; ha- 
« uing inthe endedriuvenout theRomans; iris cafilie ſeene who ſhould haue the vp- 
per hand. Neither did Meroboduwus ol his fide forget to vaunt himlelfe , or inueigh 
againſt hisenimic : burtaking hold of 7ngujomerws, told them that all the honours 
ofthe Cheruſci conliſtedin that body: and that all that fellout luckily, was archie- 
&« uedby his counſlell. Thar Arminiui 1 for; 1 ynexpert in matter of warre; attributed 
« others glorie to himſelfe : becauſe he had entrapped by guile , three vn urniſhed le- 
« gions withtheir Capraine|, nothing miſdoubring their fraude ; tothe grearloſle of 
| « Germanie,$& his owneignominic; teeing his wife,8& his ſon do. yet endure ſeruirude. 
, « Burasfor him, he had maintained the honor of Germanie vnſtained, being aſſailed 
« by twelue legions, vnder the conduttof Tiberimn: 5 and in the ende parted with rea- 
« ſonable conditions. Neither did it repent himthat itwas yetin their choiſe zeither 
. « tomakewaragainſt the Romans,or accept of peace without bloudſhed. Both parts 
being incenſed with theſe ſpeeches; yer other peculiar cauſes did more inflame

/ if Marbbodans (an euident roken ofa faint hart) had notretired ro the hils : and be- 
ing ſomwhat weakned, by the backliding of Traitors withdrew himſelf roche Mar- 
 comans,and ſent Ambaſſadors to Trberjws to craue aide. Vato whom it was anfwe- 

' red,thar he had no reaſon'to craue the Romansaide againſt the Cheruſci ;tecing he 

 aidedrhe Romans nothing ar all;when they fought agamit the ſame enimie. Yeras 
we hane ſaid, Druſuswas lent to make apeace, The ſame yeere twelue famous cities 
of Afia,were deſtroied by an earthquake inthe night: acalamitic ſo much the grea- 
er, by how much the leſle looked for. The vſuall meanes of ſaving them{clues in 
in like caſes, by fleeing to the openhields, doing them no good ar all; bicaule they 

* were ſwallowed vp by the opening of the carth. It is reported that huge mountaines 

. were laide flat,andplaines raiſed vpinto high hils: and fier flaſhed out among thoſe 

_  ruines. Andthediſaftrebeing more grietous among the Sardians, then elſewhere;

ſhip. Hedidreiect all ſuch,as being voknowen to himzand for hatred ynto others, ; 


 declaredthe Prince tobe their heires. Andas he did relicue the honeſt pouerte of 


the innocent: ſotheprodigall andneedie through their owne behauiour, he pur 


fromthe Senat, or gaue licence to depart :as toYibidiauYarro, Marius N epos, p- 
 prusCHAbpians, Cornelius Sulls, Q Vitellizs. Atthe ſametime, the Templesof the

[ N hom meane ſaſong the law lnainſ reaſon, grew ſtrong: and 2 vickehanke 2 20 


cuſed ApuleiaV arilia, Auguſtus ſiſters neece;tharſhe had reprochfully ſcoffed ar 
Auguſtus, Tiberius, andhis mother: and thar nothing regarding thar ſhe was by 
mariageallied toCeſar,ſhehad abuſcd her bodie. But as for the adulterie, there was 


ufficientorder taken by the law Ju/ja:yer Ceſay requeſted char the treaſon might be 


diſtinguiſhed from theocher crime: and that ſhe might be ponies, it ſhe had 
ſpoken religiouſly againſt Auguitus, As for that which ce had'{poken againſt 
himſelfe, he would not hauc it brought into examination. And being asked by a 
Conſul, whathe thoughtof thoſe things ſhe was accuſed of, againſt his mocher;

That according'to the lawes, among ſurers ſuch ſhould preuaile as had the greateſt 


number of children :T; ibdr ime reioycitg, that the Senate debared the marter be- 
ewixt his children andthe lawes: Without doubr rhe law was ouercome: but ney- 
ther by and by;nor with a few ſuffrages; bur after the ſame manner, as when the 
lawes were in greateſt force.

neere vnto the deſert of Aﬀerike, having no dwelling in townes , tooke armes, and 
drew their neighbours the Moores with them,vnder their captaine Mazzppa. Their 
armie was ſodeuided, rhat T acfarings ſhould cncamp himlelfe with choſen men, 

armed after the Roman manner, and traine them vp in diſcipline andobedience, 


Mazippa with acompanie lightly armed, ſhould roue vp and downe,burne, ſlay, 


& terrifie, They hadallſo perſwaded the Cinithians, 4 nation not to be deſpiſed, to 
the like: VVhen as Farius CarillusProcoſul of Atfrike. having gathered a legion,8 


theconfederates which were vnderenfſignes (a ſmall power if you reſpect the mul- 
titudeof Moores and Numidians) and lead them againſt the enemic: and doubting 
-nothing more then leaſt they ſhould ſhiftoff the batrell for feare, with a hope of 


victory tolled them on ;and in their hope ouerthrew them. Furizsplaceda legion 


 1nthemiddle,the cohorts lightly appoigted,and rwocompanies ofhorſemen inthe 


wings. Tacfarines refuſed not to ioyne battell: but \the Numidians were vanqui- 


ſhed; and the Furiay name, after ſomany yeares recouered the reputation of war- |

FT" Heyeere following, Tberis was the third time made Conſull, and Germant- 
| custhe ſecond. Burt, Germanieres tooke that dignitie at Nicopolis , a citic in 
| **. Achaia,whither he came by the coaſt of Uilyrium; hauing firſt viſited his brg- 
ther Draſ4, then making his abode in Dalmatia: and hauing had an vnproſperous 
voiage by the Adriaricall and Ionian fea. By reaſon whereof he ſpent ſome daies in 
reparring his nauie: and in viſiting the coaſts, which by the victoric of Catium 
| were made famous; andthe ſpoiles dedicated by Azguſizs : with the place where 
| LAntonie had camped by thoſe meanes renewing thememorie of his aunceſtors; 
foras Thaue faide before, Augnftas was his vncle, and Artone his grandfarher : 
; andtherefore in that place he fawe repreſented, things both joitull, and dolorous, 
: From thence he went to Athens; which being an ancienr'citic , and a confederate 
' with the Romans ; he woulde have but one Licor before him.” | he Greclans re- 
ceived him with moſt exquiſite honors, and repreſented rhe Fn cient exploires, and 
 faiengs of his predeceſfors; that their flatterie might be ſo mych the more grateſull 
 andacceptable. And going fromthence ro Eubcea, he paſſed by Lesbos : where 
| Azrippinain his laſt deliueric,had 74/4. Thendefirous to viſite places of an riquitic - 
| and fame, he went to the confines of Aſta,Perinthum,and Byzans; cities of Thrace: * | 
' then heentered the ſtraites of Propontis: and themouth of the Pontion ſea, With- "LS 
all herelceued the prouinces,which were wearied withcivill diſcordes, and oppreſ- 
\ fions of magiſtrates, Inhis returnedefirous to viſite'the ſacrifices of the Samorhra- 
 cians , and fundric other things 3 for change of fortune , and our beginnirig from 
: thence woorthie of honor, The northren windes drove him backe againe. Then he 
' coaſted Aſia,and came to Colophona, to conſult with the oracle of Clay: Apollo, 
| Thereis no woman as at Delphos z bur a prieſt, vſually choſen our of cettaine fami- 
| lies, and for the moſt partfrom Miletum: doth heare onely the number and names 
. of fuchas come to conſult: then going downe':toaden,, and drinking a draughtof 
| theſecret fountaine ; giueth anſwer (being commonly jgnorantin learning and ver. 
| ſes)in verſes touching thoſethings , which aman hath fore-thoughtr in his minde. 
_ | Iris reported,that by circumſtances of darke ſpeeches;as the manner ofthe oracles 
' is, he prophecied that Germanicws death was norfarre of. But C. Po, tothe ende 
| he might more ſpeedily begin to effeftuate his determination , tharpely rebu- 
| ked theciticof Athens, alreadie amazed with his turbulent behauiour, indire&! 
| carping at Germanic, that contratie to the dignitie of the Romanname, he had 
| vſedroo great curteſie: not towards the Athemians which had beene waſte by fo 
| manie miſeries ; but rowardsarif-raffe of othernations ; and thoſe which were'1- 
| thridates contederates againſt Sulls;zand Antornies againſt Avguftus of famous] me- 
; morie. Other ſtale matrers he obieed alſo againſt them; as that theyhad nor 
| proſperous ſucceſle againſt the Macedonians ; and vſed violence againſt their qwne |

danger. Bur allthis did not mollifie Poe hart, bur ſcarſe enduring one daics ſtaic, 


fortaketh and preventeth! Gezmanicas. For being come to the legions in Syria; 
- winning the ba{eſt of the common ſoldiers with gitts: 


Centurions,and ſevere Tribunes : and beſtowe their roomes on his followers, or to 
the molt lewdeſt : ſuffered idlenes in cthecampes: licentiouſnes in thecitic : vagrant 
and riotous ſoulgiers to range the countrey: whereby they grew to ſuch corruption, 
thatamong the common fort,he was called the father'of the legions. Neither did 
Planting containe hit ſelfe! within the bounds of womanly modeſtic : bur woulde be 
preſent at the horſemens exerciſe,asthe running of the cyhorts : and vſe reproch- 
full ſpeeches againſt Agr/ppina, and Germanicw : lome of the better ſort of ſoldiers, 
readie to follow hir humout,in bad aCtions ; bicauſe there was a ſecret rumour ſpred 


- thatthoſe things were not:done with diſlike of the Emperour. Germanicus knew all 


this: buthis greateſt care wasto preuent the Arinenians, That nation was in times 
aſt doubrfull and'yncertaine to the Romans, not onely through their diſpoſition 
and affeion ; bur alſo through thei tuation of their; countrey: which ſtretching 


into our prouinces ,reacherh cuen tothe Medes, And being ſeated betwixt great 


kingdomes,are often in wars, through hatred tothe Romans, and enuieto the Par- 


 thians, King atthat time they had none; /Vozenes being exoulled, But the nation 


fauoured Zens, Polemon kihg of Pontus ſonne,bicauſe that trom his infancie,he had 


| imitatedihecuſtomes and artire ofthe Armenians; their hunting and banqueting, 
© and other exerciſes of the Barbarians greatly eſteemed: thereby winning the fa- 
_vouras wel of the nobilitie,as comon people:Germanicas then inthe city Artaxata, 
_ the noble men approouing it,in the preſence of a multitude, crowned him King : & 


the reſt doing hun honor as their King,ſaluted him after the name of the city by the 


name of Artaxias, 'The Cappadocians being reduced tothe forme of a Prouince z 


received Q. Veraxis for their Lieutenant; and to giuethem/a good hope of the Ro- 
man gouernment,lome of the tribures viually before paid to the Kings,diminiſhed:

ber and furniture of horſes and armour the gifts giuen tothe Temples, rhe luory, 
| {weete ſauours : andwhat plentieof corne; what veenſiles euerie nation was char- 
ed tofurniſh; which wereno leſſe magnificall, then are |\now commaunded , by 
the forces of the Parthi: or powerof the Romans. But Gexmanricus was yet tied to 
other miracles : whereof the chiefeſt was , the image of Atemnon made of ſtones, 
when it was ſtroken with the ſanne beames yeelding al ſound like amans yoice: and 
the Pyramides as great as mountaines, on the not paſſable ſandes; built a vie by 
Kings in times paſt ro ſhew their riches: and the ditches wrought by handie worke 
to receiue the ouerflowing of Nilus 3 fonarrow in ſome places, andſo deepein ©- 
thers, thatthe botrome cannot be bud by any ſearch. From thence he came to 
Elephantines, and Syenes, in times paſtthe bounds of th: Roman Empire, which 
now openeth to the red ſea. VVhileſt Germanicus ſpent that ſoinmer, in viſiting ma- 
ny Prouinces , Dr#ſus gateno ſmall hanour,by ſowing ſedition in Germanic : and 
incenſing them to purſue Harobodars already weakened , euento his vrter ruine. 
Among the Gotones, there was a noþle yoong mancalied Catuaids , who through 
AMarobodunus violence hatting before|fled his countrey ; things ſtanding nowe 1n

deracic, forceth the Kings pallace , anda caltle hard by. VVhere he found the olde 
ſpoilesof the Sueuians and the baſe|rafcals of our Prouince: and certaine mar- 
chants; whom intercourſe of Marchandice,and a defice of increafing their wealth 
or laſt of all a forgerfulnes of their counttey; had drawen from their own dwellings 
to the enjmies countrey. Aaroboduns being forfaken of all hands : hadno other re- 
| tugeletr, burthemercie of the Rompns. And hauing paſted the riuerof Danub, 
whece it coaſteth the Prouince of Notica; wrote vnto. Teberins., not as a fugitiue 
_ andfuppliant,bur putting him in mingle of his former fortune andeſtate: alleaging 
. thatwhen ſundrie nations innited hin totheir alliance, being iometimes a renow- 
ned King,he preferred theamity ofthe Romans before:them/al:Ceſar anſwered him, - 
that he ſhould hauea ſure and honorable dwelling infralie\, it he lifted ro remaine 
there: bur if any thing of greater aduguncement thould happenvnto him ; thathe 
ſhould depart with the fanje ſafe condi he came thither, Afterward he declared 
in Senat, that the Arhenians had no ſuch cauſe to feare Phi/;p; nor the people of 
.Rome, -yrrhus and Antiorhus,as this man. An oration of his is yetextant, where. 
| inheextolleth his power; the ſtrength of che nations he had vnder him; and how 
necrean enimie he was to Italie; and what plots he had deuifed to roore himour, 
Marcboduus was received at Rauennaj that ifat any ume the Sueuian ſhould waxe 
inſolent; he was in fightas itwere alwaies readie toreturne, Burhe departednot 
_ Iraliethe ſpace of cighteene yeeres,and grew old with lofle of reputation, through 
. ouerpreat deſire of living. The like hope had Cataal/as, and no other refuge : for 
_notlong after being driuen out by the;Hermundurti , vader the condudt of Y jbil;us, 
he was receiued and ſent to Forum Iuljj,a\colonie of Gallia Narbonenfts. Thebar- 
barous people which followed both thee; leſt being min gled among others,ſhould 
diſtube the quict Provinces: were placed beyond Danubium berwixt the riuers 
Marus,and Cuſus;and a King giuen them of the Quadian nation.

| beerectedabour the ſides of the Temple of Mars theRevenger with the images of 
| therwo Cefars': Tiberius being more glad that he hadeſtabliſhed a peaceby wiſe- 
' dome; thenif he ſhould have ended the war by a maine battell, Now he derermi- 
| ned by ſome-{ubriltic ro {er vpon Rheſcuports King of Thrace. That countrey once 
| having beene vnder Khemetalces: after his death, 4 guſt us gaue partof.it r9 his 
| brother Rhe /euports, & part to his ſonne Coxys. In that partirion,the erable grounds, 
' thecities, and places adioining to Greece tell ro Corysthare. That which was viha- 
| bired,wilde,and lying neere the enimie; to Rheſeuporis./The diſpoſitions alloof thoſe 
| Kings wereſuch,that the one was tractable and of a milde condition ; this ſtour,/c9- 
| neteous, and impatient ofa companion: and bothat the firſt lining in cunning arid 
| diſſembled concord. 1hen. Rheſeuports began to exceed his bounds;-and draw that 
_ | rohimſelfe which was giuen Coxys, andvie violence if he reſiſted : but not ſohptly 
' in Mugrustime ; whom he feared being the author of both kingdomes, would re- 
| uengeithe were delviſed. But vnderſtanding of a chaunge ofthe Prince , hefenr in 
; troups of theenes,beat downe his caſtles, and ſonght occafions of warre, Nothing 
; did mare trouble Tyberims, then that thoſe things which were once ſetled , ſhould

| by the ſacred ceremonies of the kingdom,the gods ofthe ſame familie,&by the eh- 
| tertainment of his table,he would vie no ſuch violence. Having:thus made himfelfe 
| maiſterofall Thrace,he'wrare to Trberims,that there were conſpiracies wrought/a- 
| Bainſt him, and the contriuer/of them preuented. And withall pretending warrea- 
' gainſt the/ Baſtarnians, and| rhe Scythians, maketh himſelfe ſtrong with a new

doned ; houſes ſhut yp zfilence and mourning euery where : nothing of all this 
counterfeited or done for oftentation, And although they didnot abſtaine from 


outward tokens of mourning, yerin their harts they mourned much more. Certaine 


Merchants returning by chaunce ourlof Syria, Germanicus yet living, bringing ioy- 
full ridings ofhis health, were preſently belecucd, and ſpread abroad : and as rhey 


met one another(although they had| ſcarſe heard the ale ro the end) yer they re- 


ported it againe, and they againe r9 others, ſtill making /it more, andincreafing 
their ioy. They ran vp and downe the citie, went abour to! wreſt open the gares of 
the temples: the night furchered che credulouſnes; and in the darke cuery man 
more readie to affirme,Neither did Txberizs gainſay theſe falſe reports,but let them 
vaniſh away with time. But then the people, as though he had beene a ſecond rime 
taken from them, greeued more bitrerly, Such was his funerall pomp done in me-* 
mory of him, as either mens loue, orpregnancie of conceipt could inuent : as that 
his name ſhouldbe ſung in a Salarianverſe, which Aars prieſts werewontto ſing : 
that inthe roomes of the Augutltall ptiefts, chaires ofeſtareſhould be placed, with 
garlands of oake: that his image grauen in Inory, ſhould be caricd before the Cir- 
cenſian plaies : and that none ſhould be created Flamen or Augur in Germanicus 
place, vnlefle he were of the Iulian familie. At Rome, and at the banke of Rhene, 
and on the hill Amanfis ih Syria, were cre&tcd arches, with an inſcription of his ex- 
ploites: andthat he diced for the common wealth : aſepulchre at Antioch where 
his bodie was burnt : a tribunal at Epidaphna, where he ended-.his life. Itwould be 
hard tonumber the images and places in which he was honored.

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did anything woorthie memorie ih; thar ſoletnhitieg when as beſides —derippine. 
Druſus,and Claadins,the reſt of his bloud., arcbyname written of t eirherhindered 
_ byſicknes, or in minde ouercome: with ſorrow , coulde.notendure the ſight of fo 
heauicagricfe. I ſhouldeaſlier haue belecued, that Tzberzww and Augu#a, which 
kept within doores, made hir do the like; thattheir griefe might be iudged cquall: 
and thatthe grandmother and yncle, ſhould ſeeme to havekeptin, by the example 
of the mother. The daytharthe aſhes were put in Aygu##5 tombe,was ſometimes 
with ſilence deſolate and ſtill; and onthe ſudden ynquiet with weeping; all paſſages 
of the citie were full : Campus Martihs ſhined with burning torches, There the ſol- 
dicr with his weapons; the magiſtrates without the markes bf their dignitie and cal- 
ling; andthe people gathered into tybes and companies cried: that the common- 
wealth was fallen to ground ; andno hope left :and that ſogpenly, and boldly,that 
thou wouldeſt haue beleched,, they did not remember by whom they were gouer- 
ned. Yernothing went to neere Tiberius hart, as the ardent affeftion men bare 
Aerippina : calling hirthe honour of their countrey; the onely bloud of Auguiu:; 
the patterneof antiquitie|: and turning towards the heaven , andthe Boos praied 
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 tharhir iſſue mightlong continue, and overliue the wicked; Some defiredthar the 
funerals might be celebxated with publike pompe : comparing the magnificence 
and honors that Augu#u4 had vied for Dru/us, Germanicus father. And that hein 
the hardeſt time ot winter, went as farre as Ticinum : and how neuer once de- 

parting from the bodie,accompaniedirto the citie. Thar abourthe coffin were the 
images of the Claudians and Iuliansjrhathe was bewailedin the place of publike | 
aſſemblies : praited with ah oration betore the people: and all honors done him, 

- which either our- aunceſtgrs or Jater times could inuent. But Germanic had not ſo 
much as the vſuall folemniries done fpr him : his body through diſtance of place, 
was in ſome ſort burnt, in ſtrange lands : but by ſo nuch the more, honours ſhoulde 
nowe haue beene beſtoweld vpon him, bicauſe fortune had denied him the firſt. His 

brothers went to meete him but.one daies journey : his vncle not ſo farre as tothe 
gate, Where are the auncjent cuſtomes become ?\why was |not his image pur be- 
fore the Beere 3 and verſes ſung in memorie of his vertues ? why was he nor praiſed, 
and bewailed, with the vſuall repreſentation of mourning ?All this was wellknown 
to Tiberius; and to ſuppreſle the ſpeech of the common people, he admoniſhed 
« them by edi&. That althobgh many notable Romans had died for the common- 
«; wealth: yetnone had euer beene bewailed with ſuch an ardentaffeRtion. Which 
« was to him and-vnto others alſo/honoxable, ſoas there were a meane ved. For the 
« ſelfe ſame things are nor ſeemly for noble men, the Emperor and the commonpeo- | 
« ple. Itwas conuenient that ſmall houſes,| or cities ſhoulde mourne and lament, in 
« freſh griefe; andaſfter theirgriefe rake'comfort againe: butnow it was time to con- 
« firmethe minde,as 7ulrws Ceſar, hauing loſt his onely daughter; and Luguitws his 
« nephewes: didcaſt offall forrow. It was needlefle to alleage auncient examples, 
« toſhew how oft the peopleof Rome , had ſuffered conſtantly the lofle of armies; 
« dearltofcaptaines;andthevtter ouerthrow of noble families, That princes are mor- 
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c« tall, and the common-wealtheuerlaſting. Therefore thar they ſhould rake their ſo.

| the armie of Illyricum: the people bent ro demaund a revenge of Piſo; com- 
*  Plainedthathein the mane time now here, now there, in the pleaſant cqun- 
erey of Aſia and Aﬀeike, with aprowd and ſubtilldelay, did ſhift off the proofes 
brought againſt his lewdnes. For it was commonly rumored, that Aartina, as I 
| haue before ſaid, a woman infamous for poiſoning, was ſenttoRome by C.Sentias, 


| and being ſuddenly dead at Brundifium, had no token. ypon her that ſhe had taken 


| her owne bane; and that the poiſon was found hidden in aknarle of her haite. Bur 
| P;ſohauing ſent his ſonne before him tothecitie, with leflons how to pacifie the 
' Prince, went towards Draſus, not hoping tofinde himcruell in his behalfe, forthe - 
death of his brother, þut rather fauorable,as being ridof ſuch a concurrent, Tybe- + 
; 74usto make a ſhew of vprighr dealing, hauing entertained-the yong man courte- 
| ouſly, vſed the like liberalitie cowards him as he was accuſtomed to do ro the ngble 
| mens children of ſuch as he was familiar with. Dy#{as anſwered him, that if the ac- 
 cuſarions layd againſt him were true, the greateſt gricfe ſhould be his : and for his 
' owne parthe conld wiſh they ſhould be falte and vainez and that Germanic death 
_ | mightbepreiudiciall ro none, Theſe words were openly vitered, and notin tectet ; 
neither was itdoubred atall, but that Tberiushad beforchand taught him his lef- 
' fon; when as being plaine, fimple, and yong, yet ſhewed the cunning of theld 
| man. P;ſohauing paſt ouerthe Dalmatian ſea,and left his ſhips at Ancona, went by 
; Picenum,and after bythe Flaminian way, ouertooke the legion which was broughc 
from Pannony'to Rome, tolye in garrifon in Aﬀeicke : being common in etety 
| mans mouth, how in the campe and in the way he did often thew himſelfe tothe 
| fouldiers. From Narnia (whether it were to auoide ſuſpition, or becauſe ſuch 4s *

| anon after by Tiber, he increaſed the cuill will ofthepeople towards him, becaule

| PINE png cheerefull in countenance, Among other cauſes of cnuic and hart- 
| burning, Pzſees houſe was one, looking on the marker place, trimmed to feaſt and 
banketin, where nothing could be hidden, The next day Fulcinins Trio, accuſed 
Po before the Conſuls, 7tellius and Yeranivs, and the reſt which had followed 
'Germanicas, alleaged that that was their office, andthat Trio had no part therein: 
and har as witneſles and openers of the caule ;and notas acculers, they weretore- 
\portthar which Germanicas had giuenthem in charge. Triorelinquiſhing theactu- 
fation,obrainedlicence to accuſe his formerlife: andthe Prince intreatedtoreceiue 
the hearing of che cauſe to himſelfe : which the defendant refuſed nor, as miſdotb- 
ting the Senators, and peoples goodwill: and contrary; being well aſſured that 77- 
berizs regarded not rumors, but would leane to his morhers conſcience: and thar 
therruth; or things beleeued and wreſted tothe worſt, might caſilier be diſcerned 
- by one iudge : whereas hatred andenuie beare the ſway where there are many. 
\Trberites was not ignorant, how waightic a cauſe he yndertooke, and how diue1 y

ſmallrriumph : yer deferring;that hoyor for the time , he entered privately, After 
that Pj6 had demauded T.Arruntins, Fulcinius, Aſmins Gallus, Aeſerninus, Marcel- 
lus, Sext.Pompeins for his aquocares; andall ofthem alleaging diuers excuſes, 4.Le- 
pidus, L.Pifo, and Liuenems Regulus vndertooke: his defence; the whole citic being 
artentiue ro know how German cus ftiends would ſtick vato him; what hope the 
partic arraigned had;wherher 7 zbexzus were able ro maiſter his affeions,or would 
ſhew himſelfe. All theſe things were greedily expeRed of the people: neuer ſhews- 
_ ingthemſelues more attentiue,nor at any time Jicencing themſclues amore ſecret 
ſpeech of the Prince,or ſuſpicious ſilehce. The day that the Senat mer,Ce/ar made 
« a premeditate oration, teinpered in this ſort, ſaying: That P/ſ had beene his fa- 
« thers Lieutenant and friend, and given by him to Germariens as a coadiutor, by the 
« authoritie of the Senare, ir} the adminiſtration of the affaires of the Eaſt: burwhe- 
« therhe had there exaſperated the yong Prince, through diſobedience and conten- 
« tion :and whether he had! ſhewed himſelfe glad of his death: or villanouſly had 
« made him away ; that they ſhould iudge of that with vprigut conſciences. For if 
« being Lieutenant, he hath/gone beyond the bounds of his office : and ſhaken off his

« accuſers : with whoſe Fd rs affetion I haue iuſt cauſe to be offended, For ro 
« what purpoſe ſhould his| body be ſhewen naked; be handled of the common 
« people ;zand bruted abroade among ftrangers, as though he had beencempoiſo- 


« ned; if theſe things be yer vncerraine, and are to be inquired of? I lament rrue- 


« ly, andam grecued for my ſonne, and alwaics ſhall. Bur I hinder not the defen-

« as already prooued,bicauſe the cauſe is ioined with myſorrow. If either his neernes

_ « himas much as in you lieth,cither oy yore eloquence or care, in this his cxtremirie. 


« Totheſame labourand cqnſtancie, I exhort the accuſers. Germanicws this onely

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| being diuided berwixt Xhemtetalces and Cotys children z vnto whom by reaſon of = 
their infancie , Trebellienms Rafius was made Tutor ; through the ſtrangenes of our 
' manners, telltorebel]} afreſh: noleſſe blaming Rhameralces then Trebellienzs, bi- 

cauſe they luffred the iniuries done to their people to eſcape vnpuniſhed. The Coe-.

ftors had atchicued valiant acts; and therfore made citizens of Rome: then a rare

to them the moſt audacipus;or ſuch whoſe pouertie,or feare of puniſhmets for their 
miſdeeds, were ready to plunge therpſelues into any enterpriſe: refolued that Floras 
ſhould ſtir vp the Belgi, and Sacrourr the French neerer athand. In their conuenti- 
cles therfore & meetings; they began to calt out ſeditious ſpeeches of their cocinual 
tributes;the greatnes of yſury;the cruelty & arrogancy of gouernors;8& that the ſol- 
dicrs fcll rogither by the cares when they heard of Germanicus death, That that was 
a notable time offered, of recouering their libertic :if now in their flouriſhing eſtate 
they woulde weigh , howe poore Italy was ; howe weake the citie ſouldier; and no 
ftirengrh-in the armies ,;but what was in ſtrangers, There was almoſt no citie 
which was not infected with the ſeedes of that commotion. The Andecauians, 

_ . and the Turonians were the firſt which burſt out: of which the Andecauians 
© were ſubdued, by the Lieutenant ©_Aci/zres Abiols ; with a bande of men which

himſelfe obſeruing the auncientmanner of liuing: forthena deſire of pleaſing and 
imitating the Prince,wrought more, then either puniſhment of lawes,or feare.!Vn- 
leſſe peraduenture , wethinke that there is in all things a certaine change: and as 
there is an intercourſe ang change of time; ſoalſo an alteration of cuſtomes and 
manners, Neitherwereall things in auncient times betrerthen ours ; bu was, 
hath left vnto poſteritie manie things worthie of praiſe and imitation. Butler ſuch 
koneſt contentions berween vs and our predeeſiors, ſtil continue amongſt vs, 75. 
beriushauing gotten the fame of moderation, by reprefling the acculers: ſent ler-

. whereby their flatterie towards him was the more arrificiall. Yet notwithſtanding 
there was nothing newly invented: but ordained onely,that the images of the Prin- 
ces; thealtars of the gods; Temples and arches; and ſuch vſuall honours ſhould 
becredtedforhim, Sauing char A2;SZxnw demaunded and opined that in publicke 
and private monuments,the Conſuls names ſhould not be prefixed ; but theirs who 
had Tribuniciall auchoririe; a thing greatly diſhonoring and debating the Conſu- 
lary dignitie, Q. Haterias, who had counſelled that the decrees made thar day in Se- 
nat, ſhould be written tn letters of gold; was mocked for his labour : that an olde 
man ſhould vſe to his infamie ſuch filthie flatterie. Whileſt theſe things were a do- 
ing,the gouernmentof Aﬀrica wascontinued in 7unzms Bleſus. Sernius Aalugine- 
#4 FlamenDial,or 7upitersPrieſt;ſyed that he might draw'lots for the gouernment

« the Diales? that there was no Jaw ofthe people,touching that marrer, found in the 


_« bookes of ceremonies. The high Prieſt had often celebrated Iuptters ſacrifices; if 


« the Flamen had beene hindered by ſickenes or publicke affaires. Seuentic and two 


Ec yeeres, after that Cornelizes Merula was murdered, no man was put ro ſupplie the 


« Place; and yetthe ceremonies neuerceaſed. Andifhis creation could be omitted 
« for ſo many yeeres , without any hinderance to the ſacrifices: how much eaſlier 


« mighta manbe abſent , withthe Proconſularie dignitie fora yeere? In times paſt

ring ofthe Flamins right@moderatcd the ceremonies, which were decreed in honor 

_ of Dwſes Tribuniciall dignitic: rebuking by name'the inſolencie of that ſentence, 
which would haue had the decree written in letters of gold, againſt the cuſtome of 
the countrey, D»wſws letters wereallo read; which although they ſeemed totendto

fellowthip of Avgntmgealled Augiſtales.| Z. Uproniue was of opinion, thatthe 
Heraulds ſhould be ouerſcers of thoſe plaies : which Feſer ſpake againſt , making 
a difference inthe rights ofthe Prieſts, alleaging examples for ir. For the Feciales 
or Heraulds neuer had fuch high authoritie; and that therefore the Avgultales 
were put t9 them, bicauſe it was apeculiar Prieſthood of that houſe, for which the 
vowes were made.

L. Enniusa gentleman 
of Rome, accuſed of treaſon, bicauſe he had conuerted rhe image of the 
prince, tocommon vſes in plate 3 Ceſar forbad tobe receined amongſt the crimi- 
nall perſons, _Arezns Capito openly complaining, andby a kinde of libertie ſaieng : 


- « Thatpowerof determining ſuch a matter, ought not to be taken fr6 the Senate,nor 


« ſoheinousacrime paſſe ynpuniſhed, That the Emperour mightbe as {lowe as he

peremprorily, then ſafely, to prowdeares, and readie to take offence, Eight yeeres 

after, Ceſar caſt this in his diſh, many waies carping his ations in the meane ſpace: 

although contrary to his expeQation, I the conſtancieot his bondmen, the 
rack could extortnothing againſt him. VVhen all had giuen ſentence that Seyexts| 
ſhould be puniſhed, according; to the auncient cuſtome; Tiberius ro bleare their 
cyes, and diſſemble his grudge, would nor allow of the ſentence. Gallus A/anzus was 
of opinion,that he ſhould be confined in Gyarumor Donuſazwhich he nuthked allo, 
ſaying, that both thoſe Ilands wanted water : and that to whome life was graunted, 
things neceſſaty for life ought robe graunted:; whereupon Serenms was caried backe 
tw Amorgum. And becauſe Cornutus had flaine himſclfe, it was propounded jn 

Senat whether the informers ſhould looſe their rewards; if any arraigned only of 

ticaſon and nor condemned,flew himſelf. Vhich they hadall tollowed;it Cefar had 
not ſharply and openly, contrary to his accuſtomed-manner, complained in de- 

fence of the I pas hk : that by that meanes the lawes would be brought [2 

nothing, and the cornmon wealth run to ruine; and that it were more tollerable to! - 
abolith the lawes themſclues, then take away the keepers of them. By this meanes 
the promooters,arace of men found out fora common ouerthrow and deſtructi- 
on, andneuer dulypuniſhed, wereallured with rewards. Theſe continuall cauſe 
of ſorrow, were fauced with ſome ſinall contentment: for C. Cominius a gentleman - 
of Rome, conuicted of ſcandalous yerſes againſt Tberiws, was pardoned arthe in- 
treatie of his brothera Senator, A ſtrange caſe, that knowing what was belt ( for 
ſottiſh or ſenſeles he was not)and what fame followed clemencie ; yet he deſired ra- 
ther cauſe of heauines and ſorrqw. Neither is it a matter of deepe inſight ro know 
the peoples afteion, when they extoll Princes ations from the hart; and when 
from the teeth outward, And T jber;wshimſelfe at other times, cunningly premedi+ | 
tating his words, and with ſtaggering and ſtammering delivering his minde: bs 
when he meaneth good indeed vnto any, findeth his toong readie and looſe. jug 
when P.Su«{;xs lomtimes rent gatherer to Germanicus,was conuidt for taking ofn)o4

Cities are gouerned by! the people; or Peers; or one alone, A forme of com-

Phil; of Macedon, with whom they warted; and afterward reſtored vnto them by 
the ſentence of C.Cefar , add XM, Antonin, The Meſſenians on the contrarie.11de 
alleaged an old diuiftion of Peloponeſu4betweene Hereules ſucceſlors ; and that thar 
rerritoric Dentheliate whetcin the ſemple was, fellrotheir King; whereof there 
remained auncient monumentsengrauen in ſtones and brafle.. And if irwerene- 
ceſlarie to produce the reſtimonie of Poets and Chronicles, they had morethen 
 theyofgoodcredit: neitherhad 2þi/pſo done byforce , but according to equitie. | 
King A»tigonus, andthe Capraine Mimi gaue the like judgement, So the Mi. 
leſians being publikelymade atbirratars ofthe cauſe; and laſt of all, Aridims Gene

c3 pulſed Rome, the Smyrnzans' received and madea citizen in their citie. B 
ch rightalſo, the Mafliliens receiued /ulcatins Moſchns a baniſhed man , wh 
 Ieftallhis goods totheir common-wealth , as to his countrey. Twonoblemet Gþ 
Lentulus, and L.Domitins died the ſame yeere, It was to Lextulnsa great honou 
oucr and beſides that he was Conſull, and triumped ouerthe Geculi , that he endy 
red his pouertie patiently; then'that hauing gotten great riches without iniuriyn; 
of any,he vſed them temperatly. Domztius credit grew by his father, who was lord 
rhe ſea in the ciuill wars; vntill he thruit himſelt into Anrontes faftionzand after thac 
into Ceſars. His grandfather was {laine in the Pharſalian battell, rakingpartwith| 
the nobilitie: and himſclfe choſento marric Antonia, Ottauins yoongelt daughter, 

After thathe paſſed ouer therjuer Albis with his hoſt, and entercd fartherints 
| Germanie,than any other before him; for which caule, he obtained the honour gf 
rjumphe. CL. Antontus of great,but vnfortunat nobilitic. ied likewiſe: for his father 
Talus CAntonins being pur to death for commitring| adulterie with n/a : AnguSth s 
ſent him being veric yobng, and his liſters nephewe, to Marſilles , where he cloked 
the name of baniſhment with the prerence of ſtudie, Notwithſtanding he had 
gtcat honor done him at his funerals, and his bones buried in the tombe of the Oe-- 
tauiansby decree of the Senat,| The ſame men being Confuls , a bloodie fat was 
committed in hirher Spaine by apeſant of Termeſtine , who aſlayling vpon the w y 

.Piſo Pretor of the Prouince,at vnawares and vnprouided, as being careles by rea-| 
ſgnofpeace,killed him with one ſtroke;then fledin poſt to the woods; and for{aking; 
his horſe, ſtealing by dangerous bie-wates , beguiled his followers ; though noe 
long: for his horſe being taken and broughtto the next villages, itwas knowen 
whoſe he was. And being found and pur to the racke tobewratchis compliees,cri- 
cdalowdein his countrey language , that that was a vaine queſtion to aske him: 
and thar his companions might boldly come,and behold him on the torture 3 for na 
_ torment or griefe ſhould be able to draw the truth from him, And being thenex1 
day brought againe to thetorture, by violent force breaking from his keepers , [5 
| daſh t his head againſt a ſtone ,/that immediately he yeelded vp the gholt. Sonze 
| were of opinion that P#ſo was flaine by the treacherie of the Termeſtines, by reaſgn 
he exacted more of thoſe barbarous people, then they were able to beare.

- when Pompoinits Labeo was come with a legion our of Mceſia,gking Rhameralces with 
the aidofhis countreymen, which continued ſtill intheiralleageance;with the for- 
_ceshehadathand, he marched roward the enemie poſlefled of the ſtreights of the 
© woods; ſome of the forwardeſt ſhewing themſelues in open place: which, the Ro- 
' mane caprainehauing ſtole vypon, were cafily put ro flight, with ſinall bloudſhed of 
' the barbarians, by reaſon of their refuges at hand. Then fortifying in the ſame 
place, ſeaſeth on the mouintaine,which was narrow and euen ridged vntothe nexc 
fort: garded with great, bur vnorderly and confuſe ſtrength; and immediatly fen- 
 deth before of his choile archers againſt the fierceſt ofthem before the trench, as 
the manner of the countrey is, ſinging dirties and verſes. They wounded many with 
ſhotafaroff, and drawing neere, by;aſuddaine irruption of the enemie had bene 
 driuen to the worſt; if the{Sugambrien cohort which lay not far off, in dangers ven- 
turous,& no leſle fierce &dreadfull in noiſe of ſongs &clattering of armes, had nor 
receiued them at a pinch, After this, Sab;mm encamped neerer the encmic, leauing 
| the Thracians, which (as I hauealreadic ſaid) came to our fide at the firſt fort, with 
warrantto waſt,burne,carty away booties, fo as they tooke no longer time then the 
_ day,andreturne atnight to ſera ſure watch and a vigilant ouer the camp. Vhich at 
the firſt was obſerued: burafrerward through riort,wantonnes, and defire of riches, 
\negleRting their wards, hunting after belly cheere, and ouertaken with wine, fell 
- heauily alltoſleepe. The enemie vnderſtanding their rerchles negligence, deuided 
| his men into two ſquadrons; the one to ſer on the forragers, and = other to aflaile 
theRomain campznot with hope ofahy ſurpriſe, but by their clamors, and claſhing 
of weapons, eueryiman intentive'ro his owne danger, they ſhould not heare the ' 


noiſe of the other skirmiſh:chooſing the night withall to make the fear the greater. 


 Butthoſe which aſſtied the trench of [the legion were eaſily repulſed: the aid of the 


Thracians in the other fort terrified with a ſuddaine aflault; part of them lying a- 


 Dleepe within the trenches; and part ſecking proviſion and ſtouer abroade, wereſo 
much the more cruelly (laine, becauſe they were reckoned to be as fugitives and- 


eraitors, which bare armes to bring themſelues and their countrey into ſeruitude, | 
The next day Sab;nw (hewerh himſelfe in a place without aduantage toeither ſide, 
ro {ee whetherthe barbarians, eladofthenights ſucceſlc,durſt venter a batte!]. Bur 


ſecing they wentnot out of their fortrefles or hils adioyning, he began to lay ſiege 
-tothemy with a ſtrong companie,caſting atrenchandaparapet foure miles compas 
- .abour them: after rhat by! little and little, to barre { ge of water and forrage, 
ſtreightened hisencloſure, the firſtenuironing the laſt: and raiſcd vp abulwarke fo 


neere the enemie, that from thence they might throw ſtones, darts, and hres into 
the enemies camp. But nothing annoyed theenerpie morethen thirſt, a huge mul- 
titude ofrawe fighting ſouldiers, ie hu bur one fountaine left them for their vſe: 
withall, their catrell (as the cuſtome 1s among, barbarous people) ſhur yp with | 
them, died for want of ſtouer : dead carcaſes of men lay along, as well with wounds 
as thirſt; all corrupted with putrefaQton, ſtench, and infection. And to make their 
troubled eſtate more miſerable, they fell at diſcord among rhemſelues; of all cala- 


 mitics, the full meaſure: ſore readie t9 yeeld,fometo dic, ſome to ſtrike and kill one 
another; ſome perſwading couragioufly to fallic qur, and nor periſh withour re-

Bur | 
the youth berweene Tarſa and Tureſis both refolued to die. with libertie, were | 
doubrfully diſtracted: bur Tarſa crying that death was to be haſtened,and hope and ' 
feare to be cutoff at once; and giuing example vnto others,thruſt himſelfe through | 
the breaſt,many following rhe ſame death. Tareſis with his companic expected the | 
vight: our capraine not being jgnorant thereof; and thereypon reenforced the | 
watch. The night being ſtormie and tempeſtuous, the enemie now making a fierce | 
outcry, and on the ſudden vſing amaruellous filence; droue the beſtegers into vn. ' 
certainties ; when as Sabinus werit about from one place to another, exhorting | 
chem not to lay chance open toſuch as by their doubrfull clamors, and fained 15 | 
lence, laydetraines to intrap themz bur that euery man ſhould keepe his ſtanding, | 
and take heed he threw'nodart in vaine, In the meane ſpace the batbarians cluſte..| | 
ring together by troups, now threw hand-ſtones againſt the rampire,janelins burnt E- 
atthe end, and troncheons of oake, now filled vp the dicches with ſhrubs, hurdles, | 

and dead carcaſſes, Some of them hauing before made bridges, ,and ladders,plan ws 

them before the bulwarks, catched hold of them, labored to pull downe the des | 
fencc,grapled, fought hand to hand with ſuch as refiſted:contrarily the Romaine 
ſouldier beare ther downe with ſpeares, thruſt them back with the pikes of their 
bucklers, lanced darts, and rowled heapes of ſtones fromthewall ypon them. The |

| Pulchraand Furnimarecondemned: and der, the excellencie of his wit knowenz 
 andCeſarattributing vnto him praiſe of eloquence, held among the chicte orators. 
_[Afterthis practiſed in accuſing and defending of parties z he was better knowen for 

_ eloquence, then honeſtie of life : uing that when his eloquence in his latter age 

_ decaied,and his fpirirs failed ; yet was neuer quiet when if his troong walked not. Bur 


 Cerippinefrowardly perliſting in ahger,and incumbred with ficknes , when C2/er 


- wentto viſither, powring downeiin along filencemanie teares, at laſt burſt intoen- 
_ vieandeatreatic; thathe would redreſlc her ſolitarielife: and being yet bura yoong 
woman, prouide her a husband : Marriage being the only comfort of winds honeſt. - 
lygiuen : that there were ſome in the citic which would vouchſafe:to receiue Gerpsr- 
nicus Wife and hischildreh, But Ceſaz not ignorant of what impgztance this requeſt 
was to the common-wealths: yetleaſt he ſhould openly ſeeme todiſpleaſe orteare 
Her, gane her though moſt earneſtly Cemaunding, no anſwere at all. ThatT finde 
notin the writers of Annales, but in the Commentaries of fer ippinaher daugh- 


ter, who being Neresmarther, hathdeliuered to polteritic her hte and calamities 
which fellto her friends, [Burt Sezanaq in thisdumpe, ſenthera meſſage vnlooked_ 
for, and vnder colour of friend(hip; which was that there was, poiſon prepared for

' not knowing how to difletmble , ſitting by him at table could notbewoon to looke | 
cheerefully, or ſpeake a word, or touch any meate : vntillatlaſt Tiberizs marked it 
cither by chance, or bicaſe he hadhad ſomeinckling of it. And totriethatmore/ 
certainely, praiſing certaite apples as they were ſerved in, gaue of them with his 
owne hand to his daughterin laws which augmented Agrppinees luſpition , and 
not once taſting ofthem, apupems art wy tothe waiters. Yet openly Tiberias ſpake 
notone word ; but turning to his mother, ſaid, that it was no maruell,if he hadpro- 
ceeded ſeuerely againſther;ſeeing ſhe had anopinion, he went aboutto poiſon her. 
Thereupon a rumor was ſptead, that her deſtruction was ſought for; and that the 
Emperourdurſt not openlyattemprir: and therefore ſopghrſecrert meanes to com- 
paſſe it. | But Ceſar to ſtop thar rumot ſhewed himſelfe often in Senat, and gaue 
the Ambaltadors of Aſia audience manie daies togeither, when thcy doubted in 
whart citic they ſhould ere& a Temple}in honor of him. A eleauen citics of diffe- 
rentpower,{troue with like ambirion far that honour , alleaging that there wasnor 
any great difference. betwixtthem in antiquitie of time; loucand affeRtion tothe 
people of Rome; in the wartes againſt Ferſws and Ariſenjews,and other Kings, The 
Hypepeni8& {125i ther with the Laodiceni,& Magnetiens were ſent away | 
 asnot ſufficiently grounded, No nar the Ilienſes producing! that Troy was the 
motherof Rome, had any foundation gf their reaſonſauing onely antiquitie. But

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ſome doubt was made of the Halicarnaſſiz bicauſe that forthe ſpace of 2 thouſand 
and rwo hundred yeeres , their cities had never beene ſhaken with any earthquakes;

| wasdetermined to leave the Empire to Germanic his ſiſters nephew, who had a 

| goodreport of all men : but being overcome by his wiues importunate intreatie, he 
nant T tberius;and Tiberius, Germanicus : which Auga#a did vpbrayd vnto him, 

and demanded the Empire againe which ſhe had beſtowed vpon him. He departed 
with a ſmall traine with him: one Senator who had bene Conſull, which was Cec-

. ceits Nerua,skilfull in the lawes; one gentleman of Rome beſides Sezanm; and of 
noble men only Curtin: Atticus. The reſt were men indued with liberall ſciences, 
moſt of them Grecians, with whoſe'conference he purpoſed ro paſle the time. 
Some Aftrologers gave out that Tzherius departed /Rome vnder ſuch a conſtellati- 

_ on, thathe ſhould returne no more; which was cauſe of manies overthrow, which 

* conie&ured and dinulged that he had not long to live: for they couldnar foreſee 
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 ſoincredible a marter, as that he ſhquld want his countrey willingly eleuen yeeres 
© together. Wherein did appeare nor long after how neere coſens their arte and 
| falſhood are; and how truth is diſguiſed and hidden vnder obſcuritie. For it was 
not ſpoken at aventure that he ſhould not returne againe, although they were igno- 
rantofother things which ſhould happen vnto him: or wherher he ſhould quickly 

_ die, or not, which was not ſignificd by thoſe words of theirs ; becauſe he ended his 
latter yeeres in ſome village.not farte off, or ot the ſeaſhore, or neere ynto the 
 wals of thecitie. Atthattime adoubrfull and dangerous perill, which by meere 
chance Ceſar fell into, augmented the vaine rumor alreadie fowne; and gaue him 
occaſion to put more truſt in Sezaxzs friendſhip and conſtancie, then ever he had

done before. For as they were catih gen a countrey houſe called Spelunca,betwene 


the ſea Amuclanum, and the hils ot Fundani in a naturall _ caue , ccrtaine 
ſtones falling ſuddenly from the mopth of ir, flew ſome of his ſeruitors; which ſo MT 
 affrightedthereſt, that they fled all away. But Sezanmm with his knees, his face and - 7 

| handsleaning andhangihg ouer Ceſar, ſet himſelfe againſt the other ſtones which MT 


were falling, and in that plight was found by the ſouldiers which came to ſuccour 


chem, This made him greater then| he was: and although he ſhould haue giuen 
moſt pernitiouscounſell, yet ſhould haue had favorable audience, as one nothing 
caring for ought which might happen to himſelfe. He tooke vpon him the office of 
2 iudge againſt Germanices ifſuc, ſuhorning ſome to play the parts ofaccuſers, and 
inueigh eſpecially againſt I exo next in fucceſhonzalthough a\modeſt yong man, 7 
yet oftentimes forgerfull of that which was requiſiefor the preſenrrime, pricked | 
forward by his freed men and followers, which thought it long till he were Empe- 
rour, to ſhew himſelfe bold and ſtgur of courage : perſwading him that that the 
people of Rome deſired,the armie cqueted,and that Seanzs durit do nothing to the 

- contrarie; though now he inſulted alike ouer the patience of the old man , and 
floth and cowardlines of the yong, Nero hearing theſe or the like ſpeeches, 
yetdreamt of no bad praCtile :. although ſome wilfull and vnconfiderate ſpec- 
ches {lipt now and then ftom him: which when the ſpies ſet ouer himhad augmen- 7 
red & carried to Cafar, and Nero not ſuffered to purge himſelfezdrove manie in- 7 
to ſundric doubtes, Some ſhunned to meere him; ſomg hauing ſaluted him, 
turned preſently from him; many brake off abruptly their ralke, Sezam fauo- 

| rers on the other ſide laughed in their fleeues to ſec it, 75beriws, whether the 
yoong man ſpake vnto him, or held his toong , caſt a malicious eye, or ſmiled

_ eruſhe rodeath by thathap, efcaped languiſhing rorment, They moſt of all were. | 
ro be pitied, which being bruſfed and broken ,yet lived, and-in the day knew their | 
wives & children by fight,andin the night by lamentable howling & crying, Thoſe | 
which were abſent moued with this report, one lamented his brother another hi 
neere kinſeman , another his parents: yea they wete afraide if their friends an: 
colens were out of the way, although for other occaſion; doubting ſtill they had | 
been there;and'becauſe itwas not certainely knowne whom that violent ruine hai 


bearen downe,the vncertaintie ſÞ read the feare the farther. As cm as they bega 
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was baniſhed. After that freſh calamitic, the houſes of the chiefe gentleinen were 
open;medicines and phificions appointed tor the bruſed and mangled :and the citi- 
zens, although heauic andfad,ye ttheh were like their aunceſtors,which after great 
bartels, did relicue and comfort the wounded with al! care and liberalitie. 'That mail- 
fortune was ſcarſe paſt, but the rage and violence of a fire contumed the citie more 
then euer,and burnethe hill Czlais. That was reported to he an vnluckie yeere,and 
that the princes abſence was begun in adiſmall hourezas the manner of the people 
is,to craw caſuallmiſhapsto blamegif Ceſar had not prevented them, by beftowing 
of money toeuery man according to his lofſe, For which lberalice, thanks in Seat 
were giuen him by the noble men: ahd the people gave him a good report, be- 
cauſe that without ambuion or intreatic of ttiends, ke had of his owne motion 
helped and called ſtrangers vntg him.

Then A/in#ws Galluswhoſe children Agrippima was aunt vato,thought it conuenient

. ferthem to beremooued, Bur as it; was thought 77berius of all his vertues was 
fond of none ſomuch as of his diſfimulation : and therefore diſliked much that he 
thould be vrged to diſcloſe that which he went about to conceale. But Sezarus tem- 
pered the matter; not for any lone he bare' Ga{{zs; but bicauſe he would haue the 
Princes lingring delaies come to light; knowing well that he was flow in his delibe- 
rations:-bur if he had once ſet them abroch, that his bad ſpeeches were ioyned 
 withcruell deeds. The ſame time 7u/za died, whom _AHwenFfus having conuifted of 
aduleric, had exiled into the Iland Trimerus , not farre from the Apulian ſhores : 
where ſhe indured twentie yeers exile, ſuſtained by Augu/ta;whoſe maner was by ſe- 
cret practiſes to ſubuert her ſonnes inlawe when they were in proſperitie, and open- 
lyſhew them pitie when they were inmiſerie. | © © TE:

The refidue of the aides he committed vnto Cerhegws Labeo, Lieutenant of the fitt | 


legion : who perceiuing things to go doubrfull on his fide, ſent todemaund more | 
aide of the legions. The fift legion couragiouſly iſſuing firſt our witha horskirs | 
miſh,put the enimie to flight;receiued into them the woundedand wearied cohorts. | 
The Roman Capraine ſought neither to reuenge , nor burie the dead bodies; al- | 
though there had been ſlaine manic Tribunes, Prefe&s, and diuers Centurions of |. 
marke & fame. It was after knowen by the fugitiues, that the fight held on vntilthe | 
nextday , andthatthere were nine hundred Romans flaine in a wood called Badu- | 
henna : andthat another power of 400.which had taken the village of Cruptorix, | 
(which ſometime had reccived pay of the Romains) fearing treaſon , flewe one: 
another, This got the Friſians great renowme among the Germains : Tybe-|

by-wayes,and ſtill auoiding his countrey as much as he could, In the meane ſeaſon, 
a great rabble of informers_ ofe vw againſt ſuch vſurers as tooke more for conſi Fring 


ration of their money,then they might by the law made by Ceſar the Diftator, con- 


cerning the manner of tending, and holding poſleflion within Traliez long neglected 
heretotore, becauſe the pul licke gopd is leſſe ſer by, then priuate commoditie. 
Vlury in very deedeharh bi ne anold diſeaſe in the citie; and often a cauſe of ſediti- 
ons and diſcords; and for tha tcauſe hath been feltrained i in auncient and lefle cor.

not once vtterſhg 1o much as a word of the condenmin ; of his mother; the baniſh- 
{ing of his brothers: but whatſgeuer minde Tyzber;xs had pur on, of thelike habir 
he ſhewed himſelfe; andnot much &iffering from him in words, VWhervpon a wit- 
ric ſaying of the orator! Pa//Jenws was commonly applied ro. him: Thar there 
'wasneuer better ſeruantthen he, nor woorſer maſter. Iwill notomit T7beriu-pro- 
| [pheſte of Sergins Galba then Con! ull : who having ſent for him, and founded him of 
ſer purpoſe with diners ſpecches; at laſt in Greeke vttered vnto him this ſentence: 
And thou Galba at ſometime ſhalt raite of the Empire.. Signifiyng that his rule 
ſhould be long a comming, and gure bur a ſhort time 3 as learning that $kill of the 7 
'Chaldzans arte; for arrayning of which he hadidle time atrRhodes, and Trafallis | 
for his maſter 5 whoſe cunning he tried by this meanes.. As oft as hewould conſult | 
with them touching any matter, he went vp to the higheſt parr of the hauſe with 
onely one freede man in{his companie, vnlearned, bur of a ſtrong and able bodie;z 
whom he cauſed ro leade him, the way ouer hard and difficult paſſages and broken i; 
rockes ( for his houſe did hang quer the rockes) whoſe cunning and arte 77beriaws | 
did purpoſeto trie : that in returning backe, if any ielouhie of vanitie or treacherie © 
hadenteredinto his miride , he ſhould throw him headlong into the ſea which was 
yvnderhim, leaſt he ſhould bewray his ſecrets. Traſ#ullw being then brought into | 
thoſe rocks, & moouing Teberjz4which mooued hin many queſtions,& torerelling

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him fatther, whether he had found out rhe howrte of his owne variuitie ; and what 
Hould happen to himlelfe that yeere,and that ſame day, VVho hauing confidered 
the aſpects ofthe ſtars, and meaſured their diftances , beganne firſtro doubt ; and 
thenro feare: andthe more he viewed them ; ſo more andmore he. was ſurpriſed. 
| withadmiration andfeare!: and at laſt cried out, that he was readie to fallinto moſt 
doubtfull and imminent danger, |'ihen Tiberius embracing him , reioycedthar he 
had foreſecne his owne dangets, fand promiſed he ſhould eſcapethem; andraking 
thoſe things which he had ſaide far otacles, held him afterward among the number 
of his deereſt friends: When hearc of theſe and the like things, I can giueno_ 
certaine judgement, whetherthe atfaires of mortallmen are gouerned by fare and 
immutable neceſſitic; or haue their courſe and change by chaunce and fortune. For | 
thou ſhalr finde, that as well thoſe which were accounted wiſe in auncienttimes, as 
ſich as were imitators ofefiir &&,do varie and diſagree therein ; ſome doreſolure. 
lie beleeue that the gods|haue no care of mans| beginning or ending; no, not of 
man at'all. Vyhereof ir proceedeth thatthe vertuous are toffed and 2t5ifted with

T He ſame men being Conſuls, 4/i# Gaflws died; and norman doubting, but | 
| forwant oftaking ſuſtenance; but whether willingly, orot neccihue, tharts | 
"  vncertaine. And Ceſar beingasked,whether he would fufter him ro be buried, | 
was not aſhamed to permit itz & turther to acchlſe chahce & fortune,that had taken. | 
away.the criminall perſon betore he had beene openly conuineed ; as though that | 
in three yecres, ſpace there wanted time of proceeding to indgement againſt anold | 
zonſull and father of fo many. Conſuls, Aiter|that, Druſus was made away,haung | 
ſiſtained himſelfe the ſpace of nine daies with a miſerable toode, by cating the, | 
flpcks of his bed. Some haue written,that Magro bad order fent him, that if Sezanmus | | 
ſhould atremprto take arines, the yong man ſhould be ferche our ot priſon (tor he | * 
was kept in the Pallace) and made capraine ouer the people : but becauſe 1t was w- | 
continently rumored that Ceſar would be reconciled to his daughter in law, an | 
nephew,he ſhewed chat he delired rather cruelue,then be fory tor char he had dong; 
yea and having inueighed againſt him after he was dead, obiected, he was loote gf! 
hfe, hurtfull and dangefous to his, andeuilly aftected roward rhe common wealrl;! 
and withall commaunded all thatto be recited, which he had cauted day by day to! | 
be put in writing, both of his words, and deedes:aithing fo cruel] that nothing] | 
more, that he ſhould ſo many yeeres haue appointed ſpies to obſerue his counte-! 
nance, his lamentation; , yea privat murmurings : and ſcarce credible, that lie! 
grandfather could indure toheare it, reade it, and publiſhir, were 1t not that the 
letters of L47us the Centurion, and Djaymns his freed man &id declare the names! 
of ſuch bondſlaues, which had either ſtroken Druſ44,/0r put him. in a fright, as lic 
went outof his chamber. Yea the Centurion added his owne words,full of crueltie 
apainlt Druſ#5,a5 a matter worthy praiſe zand Druſavanſwere againeas he fainted} 
andrew towards his end: in which,faining as though he had been diſtracted of hjs 
wits, withed Tzberizgall ill luck and misfortune: and then ſeeing himfelte paſt all 
hope oflife, curſed him moſt deadly, praying the gods, thar as he had flaine his} 
daughter in law, his brothers ſonne, and his nephewes, and filled all his houſe with! 
bloudzlo they would reyenge and punith him for an example to his name, his ſtock, 
predeceſſors, and poſteritie.|The Lords of the Senate were troubled with theſe 
ſpceches, making ſhew of deteſting them, bur they were ſtricken into a feare and 
acmiration ;|that 1e,who had beenſo cunning and craftic hererofore in cloking hig 
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Iewenes,ſhould now become ſoconfident, thar(as though the walles were throwte 
down) he dutlt ſhew that his nephew beatenby his Centurion, and ſtrovken by hy 
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130 - Tur VI. Booxe or Thz Annales 
{laues,ſhould aske for meate in vaine to ſaue his life, This griefe was ſcarſe gone, but 
the nextnewes were of ferippiya, whom lthinke fince Sezanus death vnnll now 
. Hued with hopes and ſecing that creeltie was no whit remitted, willingly ended 
herlife; vnlefle that famiſhed for want of ſuſtenance, it was fallely giueh/out the 
© died that death of her ſelfe, For T7beyzus layde grieuous crimes to her charge, ac- 
cuſing her of vncleanes of lifez and that ©M/777ws Gallus was the adulterer; and thar 
ſeeing him dead, ſhe loathed any longer to line, Butin very deede 2gripimenot 
contented with reaſon, and greedy of rule, taking vpon her cares fit rather for men 
© then women, had ſhaken off all vices.incident to her awne fexe. She died; the ſelfe- 
ſameday that twoyeeres before Sejpnus died; which Ceſar thought worthy of re- 
cord; and vaunted that ſhe had neither been (trangled,nor throwne headlong from 
the Gemonies, For this he had thanks giuen him by the Senate; and order taken 
that the fifteenth Kalends of Nouvetnber, which was the day they both died, ſome 
gift ſhould be offered vp to Jupiter. Not long after Coccerus Nerua, who was conti- 
nually at the Princes elbow ; a man very expert in diume and humane lawes; being 
in perfect diſpoſition of body, refolized with himſelfe to die/which when T;ber jus 
ynderſtood, he went to viſit him, fate by him, and inquired the cauſes of his in- 
tention, and intreated him ; contefling at laſt that it would be a burden to his con. 
ſcience, and adiſcredit, ifithe chiefeſt ofhis friends ſhould without cauſe of death 
ſhew himſelfe weary of life. Bur {e744 difliking his ſpeech, would rake ho wore 
ſuſtenance, Thoſe which beſt knew his meaning gaue out, thar deepely ſeeing into 
. what calamities the common wealth was like to fall into, moued with anger and 
feare,whileſt his credit was vatouched, and his perſon vnattempred, would end his 
life with thathoneſt death. _AMgrippineesruine drew with it ( which is ſcatie cre. 
_ dible) Plarcinaes deſtruftion. She had beene once wite vnto G#.Pzfo, and reioyſed. 
openly at Germanicus death; and when Piſs was flaine, ſhe was faued no lefle by 
Auguftaesprayers, then ill will ſhe bare Agrippine. As ſoone as hatred and fauour 
tailed, right rooke placezand being accufed of knowen crimes with her owne hand 
receiued rather late thenyndeſerued puniſhment, Among other griefes in a dole- 
- full and fad cirie, this was one; that 7u{za, daughter vato Dr#ſus, once A eroes wife, 
married againe into Rubelzus Blandas tamilie, whoſe grandtather Trburresa gentle- 
 manofRome moſt men knew. In theend of this yeare, thedeath of Aelius Lama 
' was celebrated with funerals proper to a Cenſor, who atlaſt being diſcharged of 
the gonernment of Syria which he had in ſhew 7 , was made gouernor of the 
Citic. He was deſcended of a noble ftock, and was a ſtrong huely old man ; and the 
gouernment of the.-provincedenicd him, augmented his woorth, Then Flaceus 
Pomponius Propretor of Syria being dead, Cſars letters were recited, in which he 
complained, that if there were any notable man, and firtoruleanarmie, he refuſed 
the charge: and therefote he was forced through thar necefflitie to intreate ſuch as - 
had beene Conſuls, to take vpon them che rule of the provinces ; forgetting that 
' Arruntius had beene hindered ten yeeres from going into Spaine. The fame yeere 17 
died M.Lepidus, of whaſe moderatiqn and wiſedome I haue ſpoken ſufficiently in 77 
other bookes; and his nobilitic needeth no farther proofe : for the femilianfamity | 
bath brought foorth may good cirjzens ; and although fome of them haue beene |

Whereupon ſome thought thae 
this was no true Phoenix,nor come fromthe landof Arabiazand chat it had nothing | 
ofthar which antiquitic hath arttibured and confirmed to bein that kind. For when |

The! | 
feare they had of dying by the hand of the hangman, did cauſe them rhus {6 readily | 
to kill themſelues : bicauſe ſuch as were condemned, loſt their goods and wanted 
burijall : but their bodies which {lew themſelues were buried , and their teſtainents 
ſtood good; which was the gaine and reward of taking haſte, Bur Car ſent ler: 
ters vnto the Senat , declaringittobea cuſtome among theauncients, tharwhen 
they intendedro breake off friendſhip with any , they forbad them their houſe , af 4 
that then the friendſhip ended, which he had done to Zaheo: who blamed for 
euill gouernment inthe Province, and other matters, couered his faulr by accuſing 
others; vainely putting his wife in feare,who was out of danger, thoughndt withq1 
fault, After this Aamercus Scxurus Was accuſed againe, of anoble houſe , and; 
preat orator; yetof reprochfull life. His friendſhip had with Sez2zus did nothing 
hurchim;burthe hatred which Macro bare him was his overthrow ; who practiſed 
the ſame artes' that Sezanushad done, butmore couertly, The accufarion was an 
argumentof a Tragedie written by Scawrus, contayning verſes which mightbewre- 
ſted againſt Tzbeyins. Bur Sernilizes and Cornelius his accuſers obieQed againit 
him, thathe hadabuſed his bodie with Zzuicandoffercd magicall ſacrifices. Scabrus 
asathing worthie of the auncient AEmitien familie , preventeth his condenina- 
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tion by killing himſelfe atthe incouragement of his wife Sexitra ; whowas borh an. 
encourager and partaker of his death. Notwithſtanding if occaſion were giuen he 
puniſhed the acculers likewiſe: } as Serur/jus and; Corne!as famous by the death: of 8 
Scaurns, bicaule they had taken money of Varius Lyznr todelilt from the accul ation, W 
were perpetually baniſhed intocertaine Lands. | And Labadiys Rafo once Acdile, Þ 
whileit he news 661 to procure danger vnto Zetulus Getrliens, vader whom ho © 
hadcharge of alegiop , bicauſe he had purpoſed to marrie his daughter ro Sera;

I amnot ignorant what aſiniſterreportranhg 
 ofhim inthe citic,8& with what infamous matters he was touched: yet 11 goOnerning 
ofthe Prouinces he demeaned himſelfe according to the verrue of auncient tinigs, 
' Butreturning f16 thence,throughthe ſeare of Ceſar, & familiarity of Clan4; being 
_ changedintoa baſe &abiect ſeruilitie, became apatterne vnto polteritie of thanjez 
fall latterie 3 and fo his firſt vertues gaueplace to his latter vices; and the vertuous 
4s of his youth, his infamous bld age defaced, Ofthele pettie Kings Mthrada 
tes firſt induced Phayaſmares tofurther his enduours by pollicie and force: and cory 
xupters were found which for great ſums of goldentifed Ar/ages miniſters to kil hitng 
and through Hiberwgreat power theyentered Armenia , and tooke the cirie Ar- 
taxata. When Artzbanu vnderitood of theſe dealings,he furniſheth his ſoz Oroges 
with things neceſſarie'to renenge3-and giueth him the {trength of the Parthians g 
and difparcheth others toleuic hired ſouldiers togiue him aide, On the other fide 
Phar aſmanes drewethe Albanians and Sarmates tohis partie, whole Princes (cal: 
led Sceprruchi) hauing received-gifts on both {ides, according to the manner{of 
eheir countrey,, gaue aide ro bath tides. But the Hiberi being maſters of the pal. 
ges,chruſt ſuddEly rhe Sarmarian forces on the Armenians by the Caſpian way. Bug 
thoſe which came from the \Parthians were eafily driuen backe , bicauſe the eninzie 
had thur vp allthe other pafſages,one excepred; which was berwixr the ſea and the

hils ofthe Albani,which could nor ſeruetheir purpoſe,by reaſon it was ſommer: for 


the Eaſterne' windes fill vp the ſhallow foordes and theſhore: the Sourh wintet 
winde keepes backe the flood, and leaues the ſhallow ſhore bareand naked.

vimolt part of Europe, in a very narrow ſtreight which diuideth Europe from Aſia: 
for hauing conſulted with Pythius. Avolp,in what territory they ſhould build their ci- 
ric; theoracle anſweredthemn that they ſhould ſeeke our aſeate which was oppoſite 
cothelande of Blind-men. By that daike ſpeech, the Chalcedonians were pointed 
at; bicauſe that hauing firlt arrived in thatplace, not judging, arightof the com-

He firſt heh death was contrived in chi new gouernment, 
was Juni Silanus Proconſull of Aſia, and that without-rthe 
priuitie of X ero, by Agrippinges treachery and malice; not be- 
Z, cauſe he had by/any ſeditious demeanor procured his owne 
@ Iuine : for he was ſo heauie and dull ſpirited, and the other Em- 
} perours did ſo ſmally aha him, that C.Cſar was wont to call 
2 him a golden ſheepe .. Bur CAgrippine having wrought the 
ruine ofhis brother L. Silanws, feared reuenge; being acommon ſpeech atnong the 
people that this man deſerued to be preferred to the Empire before Nero, yet {carſe 
out of his childhood, and hauing gotten it by wicked meanes: for he was aman ofa 
ſetledage, ſincere and iuſt in his dealing ,noble of birth,and which atthat time was. 


greatly eſteemed, deſcended of the Ce/ars, being in the fourth degree to Auguitus. 
This was the cauſe of his death, the miniſters being P.Celer, a gentleman of Rome, | 
| & Aelixs a freed man, both having charge of thePrinces peculiar) revernies in Aſia, 


By them the poiſon was giuen the Proconſull in his meate, andthar fo openly, that 


it could not be denied. VVith no leſſe ſpeede Claudius freed man Narciſw(ot whoſe 


jarring with Cer/ppina T haue alrcadic ſpoken) was brought to his end , by hard, 
impriſonment, and extreame neceſſitie, againſt the Princes will; whoſe vicious hu- 
mors yet vnknowne, he did exceedingly well fit in couctouſnes and prodigaliticg 
and had gone forward in murders ,if Hf ani: Burrhus,and Annew Seneca hadnot

Tteſt,ſcemed not toknow it : conſidering that this woman ſatisfied his luſts,withour 
« his wite,a woma ofnoble birth, & of approucd good | 
fe, ſtinie, or bicauſe things volawfull are moſt greedily de- | 
' fired hevrterly diſliked, And ſome feared allo that if he were brigeled of that louczhe | 
| wouldluſtafterthe defiling of noble women.Buer Agreppina tretted and fumed that a | 
| ficedwoman ſhould beard her,& a bond woman beconic her daughter in law; with | 
other ſuch like womaniſh complaints;not having patience to ſee whether herſonne | 
woulceeitherrepent orbe filled: and themore opprobrioullic ſhe vpbraidedhim, | 
the more-ſhe inflamed him: till atlaſt overcome with the rage of lone, heſhaked! 
off all dutic &reuerence towards hismother, and committed hjmfelfe wholy to Se- | 
#eca. Amongſt his fam liars was Annes Serenm who faining lque to the ſame freed | 
woman,couered &cloked with his owne name,the firſt heats of this yoong prince: | 
and fuch things as the prince had beſtowed onhir by ſtealth, he openly aduouched | 
to be his gifts, Then Agrippina changi Han by 
Sp EH. | faite! © - 
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_ covenanted withthe Priri : eſt! y act þ | 
had madeeuen with all accountsof the common-wealth, Agrippina,after this, more |

faire alluring ſpeeches, offereth rather hir own chamber and boſome to hide thoſe 


things which his youth & high fortune deſired. Yea ſhe cofefled her vnrimely ſeue-

riry;X offered him the vic of al herwealth,whichwas little inferior to the Emperors: 
as before too ſeuere in correcting her ſonne; ſo now vnreaſonably humbled and 
caſt downe in courage. The which change did neither deceiue Vero, and gave 
' his neereſt friends cauſe of feare ; andprayed him to beware of the trechericof this

woman , alwaies fellandcruell; andithen falſe and diſſembling. Nero hauing by 


chaunce ſeene the wardrop where the apparell laye , which Princes wiues and pa- 
rents were wont to ſhine in, made chaiſe of a garment and jewels, and ſent them his 
morher moſt bountifully: ſeeing he ſer of his own the chiefeſt,and which by others 
were moſt of all deſired. But _Agripprma exclaimeth thar theſe ornaments were not 
ſo much giuenher to adorne and rrun her ſcIfe, as to exclude her from the reſt; and 
that her forpne would diuide thoſethings with her, which came wholly from her. 


Neither wanted there ſome to carrie theſe ſpceches, and make them woorle then 


they were, VWhereupon all ſuch growing odious vato Nero, vpon whom this wo- 
mans pride chiefly relied , diſplacerh Pa//zs from the charge which Claudia had gi- 
ven him; in which he carricd himfelfe as if he had beene chiefe Lotd and maſter of 
all. Iris reported that when Pa{las departed with a great retinue following him, 
Nero vcrie aptly ſaid that, __ went to religne his office, Trueit 1s,that Palkzs had 
enot to beicalled in queſtion for any aCt paltz and thathe 


mad and wilfull theneuer, gaue out threatningand thundering ſpeeches: yeanor 
« forbcaring the Princes eates, but criyng, that Brztanmmiers was now growen to mans 
« eſtate: a true and woorthie plant to receiue his fathers Empire, which a graffed ſun 


« byadoption now poſleſſed by the intury and trumperie of his mother.There ſhould 


« beno let in her,but that al the villano |; praQtiſes of that infortunarehouſe ſhould be 
« layde open: and firſt of all, herowne{marnage, and her impoiſoning of Clindins. 
© That onlything was prouided by the gods to her good, that her ſonne in law was 4- 
« live. She would goe with! him tothe cainpe, where on one {1de Germanic us dangh- 


© ter ſhould be heard: on the other fide that baſe companion Burrhz, and Seneca the 


« baniſhed; the onic his hand cut off; and the other with his profeſlors eloquence 
« quarellingand debating of therule and goverament of thewhole world. In vrte- 
ring of this ſhe bent her fiſt cowards him z heaped one iniurie vpon another; called 
Cland:us,and the infernall ghoſts of the Silaniens; and ſo many fruitleſſc wickedat- 
rempts,which ſhe had beene author of, Nero troubled with theſe ſpeeches, andthe 
day nowat hand, onwhich Britannicx had accompli ſhed the full age of foureteen 
yeeres; began to ponder with himſelfe, ſomerimes the violence of his mother; ſom- 
times the rowardlines of Britznniemknowen of late by good proofe; & which hath 
 wonhim greatfauour and good will. Ona feſtiuall day dedicated to Saturpe , a- 


mongſt other paſtimesofhis equals, drawing lots who ſhould be King; thelor fell 


roNero » who commanding diuers things vnto others, which could notturne ro 
their ſhame; commaunded Britannicts to rife vp and ſtand inthe middle and begin 
a ſong, hoping the childe ſhould be laughed to <9 As one ignorant how tocarric 
himſelfe in ſober companie ;much leſſe in drunken.

L.Piſo Conſull ele@ added further, that 
they ſhould notexerciſe theirauthoritic in puniſhing of any in their own houſes '& 
that the Quzſtors ofthe treaſury ſhould notenter into record before foure months 
were paſt,the mercements adiudged by them:and that in the mean time it might be 
lawfull roſpeake againſtthem; and the Confuls determine the matrer. The au, 
thoritic of the Aediles is alſo reſtramed,and order ſer down how much the Curules 


andthe people mightrake ropawne, and how farre they mightpuniſh. Thereupon 


Helmdius Priſcus, Tribune of the people, ſhewed his private grudge againſt Obutro- 
aim Sabin Quzſtor of the treafſury,as though he had too ſeuerely enforced the ex- - 
ecution of open fales of goods againſt the poore, Then the Prince transferred the - 
records of publicke debrs fromthe Quzſtors to the Prouoſts of the citie : albeir, 
the forme of thatoffice hath beene diverſly vſed , and often chaunged.

things ſauing an honeſt mind:for her mother ſurpafhag other women of her time in. 
beatitic.gaup her both glorie & —_" wealth ſhe had ſufticiet ro maintain her no- 
bilitie: her ſpeech affable & gratious,nar no groſle wit;but knowing wel how to pre- 


rendmodeſtie,& liue laſciuiouſly : ſhe came little abroad, and then part of her face 


couered with a vaile; either not to fillthe cie of the beholder, or bicauſe it becomed 
her beſt:ofher ctedite regard ſhe had neuer ; making no differece berweene hir huſe 
bands & adulterers incither ſubie& ro her owne will, nor anothers; but where profir 
was offered, thither ſhe carried her affeQion. This woman then being wife to Rufws 
Criſdinu,a gentleman of Rome, by whom ſhe had aſonne; Ocho ſeduced through 
his youth & rior;& bicauſe he was moſtinwarde in friendſhip with Aero:It was not 
long bur they ioined marriage to adulterie.Orhoeither bicaule he was vncircumſpet 
in loue,or bicauſe he would enflame the princes luſt ; praiſed his wives beaurie- and

Theſe therefore defiſting, the Bruftery daunted with.the like feare, and the reſt flee- 
ing from others perils, the Anſibarian nation alone retired back to the Vlipians and 
Tubantians : from whoſe territories being expulled, as they went tothe Catti, then 
fothe Cheruſci, by long wandering, ftrangers, poore, enemies, ina ſtrange coun- 
trey, that youth that was left was ſlaine: thoſe that forage were vnfit for warre, 
diuided for a pray. The ſame ſummer there was a great batcell fought betweene 
| the Hermunduri, and Carri, each fide ſtriving by force to be! maiſter of a riucr 
which yeelded aboundance of falr, fired inthe confines of both their countries. 
And beſides adeſire of ending all ſttifes by warre, they had areligion rooted in 
\ them, thar thoſe places are aboue others neere heauen ; and the prayers ofmorrall 
 menno where ſooner heard, then from rhence, For they were of opinion, that by 
the goodnes of the gods in that riuerzand in thoſe woods came increaſe of ſalt, nor 
as in other countries, ofthe wooes of the fea, when the water is dried vp bur by 
that water caſt vpon a pile of wogd ſet on fire, bythe vertue of two contrary cle- 
ments, fire and water, which becommeth thick and congealed.

\ bromjr VP Nero in his childhood hating, and hated of A rippena, found out

looſe by arte in the botrgme, that ſhould let her fall into the ſea when ſhe ſuſpeed 
leaſt, There 1s nothing more ſubiect to chance then the ſea,and if ſhe ſhould periſh 
by ſhipwrack, who is ſo vnreaſonable as to aſctibe that to' any, vngracious inuen- 
tion, which was the faultof the windes and wayes? And to colour the matter with- 
all, the Prince ſhould build a temple in honor of thedead, erect alcars, and inſticure 
other ceremonies, to ſhew aloue and reuerence towards h er, This ſubrile inuen- 
tion pleaſed the Princes humor, ang fell out at afitrime, becatiſe Nero then cele- 
brated the feaſt of Mmeras five dayes rogetherar Baias.

The murderers came about her bed, andithe captaine ofthe 
galley firſt ſtroke her on the head with a cudgell. For to the Centurion drawing his 
weapon to kill her;thruſting out her belly ſhe cried; ſtrike my belly,and ſo hauing re- 
ceiued many wounds, ſhe was {laine, Thus many report with one coſent. Whether 
that Nero beheld his mother when ſhe was dead;& praiſed the feature of her bodie, 
ſome there are which affirme, ſome which denie. She was burnt the ſame nightin a 
banketting bed with baſefunerals;and whileſt Neyo raigned,neuer buried. Not long | 
after by the care of her friends, ſhe had a tombe of ſmallexpenſes neere the Miſent- 
an way , andCefar the Dictators houſe, which froma high place looked vpon a 
gulphe ofthe ſea vaderneath. When the funerall fire was kindled, 4neFey her freed 
- manthruſt himſelfe thoroogh; bur whether for loue of Agripprana, or feare of death, 
doubrfull.

Vrafterthis vnnatnfall factwas committed, Ceſar began to waigh how hei- 
[B nous it was: and thereſt ofthe night, now.in dumme filence,often rifing vp as 
affrighted, and our of his wits,looked for day as if ithad beenea meſſenger of 
death... Bur at Burrhue perſwaſion the firſt flatteric of the Centurions and Tribunes 
did animate him to hope :|who taking him by the/hand , reioycedrhat he had eſca- 
ped an vnlooked for danger , and his mother wicked practiſes.” Then his friendes 
frequented the Temples,and the example begun the free townes adioining to Cam- 
pania,witneſſed ther ioy with ſacrifices and Embaſſadours. He Lating the 
contrarie, ſad andas it were an enemjeto his life , wept and bewailed the death of 
his mother. Yer becauſe thefaceof places is notchaunged like vnto the counte- 
nances of men, the grieuous fight of that ſea and ſhore comming oft to his remem- 

braunce (and ſome there were which belecucd that there ons dard a ſoundof a 
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crumpet inthoſc high hils adioining , and lamentations at his morhers rombe) he 
went to Naples and ſentletters to the Senate, with contents as followeth, That >:

plaints, but Sexeca was hardly ſpoken of, as one confeſſing che. fatdy that oration. 
Neuertheleſſe proceſſions were ordained with a woonderfullſtrite of forwardnes in. 
eueric Temple, anda bed mage m the Temples. in honour of their gods; and alſ6 
that the five daics feaſtesof neruacalled Quinquatrus , m whichthe trecheries 
were diſcouered , ſhould be celebrated euerie ycere, And that an image of gold of 
Minerua ſhould be fet in the Curia and the Princes by it. And that the day of Agy;g- 
pinaes nativitie ſhould be accounted among thediſmall daies. 7 hraſea Petuw with. 
ſilence or ſhort aſſent accuſtomedto paſle ouer others flatteries ,,went out of the 
Senate, and procureddangerto himſelfe, and opened not the way of libertie vntg 


others. Many prodigions lignes happened likewiſe, but of no effect. A woman 


brought fortha ſnake, andanather companying with her husband,was ſtriken dead. 
with lightning. The ſun was darkened on a ſudden,and fourteen places of the citie 
damnified with tempeſt from heauen: which chauncedſo withoutthe care of the 
gods , that Neromany yeeres after continued the Empire and wickednes, Butts 
make his mother more odious,, and ſhew his owne lenitie was augmented by her 
death,he recalled from baniſhment two noble women Juni and Calpurnta, and Y a- 
lerius Capito,and Licinins Gabolus, who had beene Precors long before, baniſhed by 
Aerippina. He permitted allo that Lollia Paullinaes aſhes ſhould be brought 
backe, anda fſepulchre to beþbuilther , andreleaſed thepuniſhment of 7turims ant 
Caluiſizs, whom not long beforehe himſcitc had baniſhed; As for Sz/:2aſhe died ih 
comming backe at Tarentum be Ppinacs malice which was her ouerthrow,either 
Lpbeaſed, or her credit beginning to waine, VWhileſthe lingered in the townes of - 
Campania, doubtfull how he ſhould enter into the citie : whether his beſt way were 
to ſecke the fauour of the Senar,or good will ofthe peoplezthe lewdeſt cond tioned, 
whereof there was no court better ſtored, perlwadedhim that the name of _Herip- 
pina was odious , and that by her death the fauour of the peoplewas more bentrg- 


| wards him thaneuer: therefore that he ſhould goe boldly, and with his preſence 


trie how he ſhould bereuerenced. And withall they earneſHy entreated him to'ſer 
forward : and foundall things ina greater readines than they had promiſed : the 
Tribes came to meete him ; the Lords of the Senare in their holy-daie robes , wines 
and children placed according to their age and ſexe : and allithe way he ſhould goe 
builded with (taires as in publics ſhewes ortrimophes.

T was anoldpraQtiſcbfhis nquet to be abſent fro the race of chariots : and no | 
| lefle vaſcemely was that other delight of his, at ſupper to fing tothe harp as 
minſtrels did which he {aid rqhape beene a cuſtome of auncient Kings and Cap- | 
raines; andathing highly commepded by Poets, and atrributed to the honor of 
the gods. For meladic 1s ſure degicared to Apo{lo, & in thatatrire he doth ſtand,nor 
only 1n the cities of Greece, bur alſojin the temples at Rome :a principall deitic, and 
knowing things to come; Neither could he now be remoued, ſeeming good alfoto 
Seneca and Burrhus to yepld himgheone, leaſt he ſhould perſiſt in both. And there- 
upon a ſpace was incloſed in the valley.of the Yatican to mannage his horſes, and 
"not tobe ſcene indifferencly of every man ; andnor long after of his owne accord | 
he called the people to ſee it, who highly extolled him; as the manner of the people 
is, tobe deſirous of paſtimes, and very glad it the Prince drawthem toir, And his 
ſhame publiſhed abroad, brought him not as jt was thought jt would , any loa- 
thing therin,buta farther prouogarion, thinking that the diſcredit would be ſhaken 
off, it he could diſhonor many with the like. He brought to the skaffold many 
_ deſcended of noble houſes, bought for pouertie, which becauſe they be dead, I will 
- notname, as hauing regard vntq| their aunceſtors : being rather his fault to giue 
' moneyfor ill doing, thenlleaſt they ſhould commit that which js naught. He con- 
ſtrained alſo the chicke gentlemen of Rome with mightie gifts|to promiſe their 
| labour inthe Theater: vilefle yoh ſay that a reward giuen by him who may com- 
' maund, bringeth aneceſſitic in oheying. Yer leaſt he ſhould be/diſcredited by the - 
publick Theater, he inſtituted Playes called Iyucnalia, as it were for the health of 
_ youth, to which euery man willinply/gaue his name ; not any ones nobilitie, not his 
age,or office borne, being any hindetance vnta them, but that Greekes and Latins 
_ exerciſed thearte of a ſtage player, euen vnto geſtures and meaſures vnſcemely for 
men, Yea noble women practiſed many geſtures, and vofeemely to their calling, 
Andin the wood which LAugn#ys planted abgur the lake, where he repreſented 
a ſcafight, Tauernes and meeting places were built, where all prouocations of 
. wanton luſts were ſold, where mopey was giuento the good roſpend of neceſlitie, 
| andtothe intempetate roglory and brag of. From thence ſprang all lewdcnes and 
infamie, neuer at anytime (not when there was great corruption in manners in 
times paſt)morediſloluce laſciuiouſnes vicd theh at thoſe impure aſſemblies. Shame 
is ſcarſe retained amongjmen of Melt exanbles much leſſe among ſuch which 
ſtriued who ſhould haue| moſt vices, can chaſtitic and modeſtie, or any good be- 
| havior be maintained. Laſt of all, Nero himſelfe entereth on the ftage, tuning and 
playing on his inftrumentwith great eare, and TkersCen whatto ſay; histami- 
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lars afliſting him,and beſifes them a cohorr of ſpuldiers,Centuripns and Tribunes, 
and Burrhws, both grieving ,cand praifing him.} Thenalfo were firſt inrowled rhe 
gentlemen of Rome called, AuguFanz,men fortheir age and ſtrength of bocy highly 
eſteemed : part of them ſhameleſle and ſaucy in behautor, and parthoping thereby 
to riſe to greaterauthoritie, day apd night withiclapping of hands mace all to ring 
of then, commending the feature, and yoice ofthe Prince with termes atibuted to 
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the gods, and were reſpeed by him as honorable perſonages-for their vergue. 


 Andyetleaſt the Emperours skill onſtage only and mulick ſhould bepublithed, j 
deſired to be well accompred of for verifying, bauing gathered abourhim ſuch $ 
had any cunning therein, much more ſuch as were excellent, Theyſare rogerhet ?, 

and made thoſe verſes hang together which he made there or elſewhere, and ſup- 
plied his words howſocuer they were vttered, which rhe faſhion ir {elfe of his veties 
doth declare, not running with one andthe fame vehemencie, and vaine of writihg. 

He beſtowed alſo ſome rime after meate with Philoſophers, raking pleaſure to 
heare how cuery man defended his owne opinion, and:ouerthrew the contrarie.

diers for money and ſuite, The ſame Cyrenenſtans accuſed tfc:l;us $trabo forne- 
time Pretor, and ſent by Claudzws 45 atbitratar of certaine/ lands which once be.

neighbours poſſeſſed and occupied, and by long licence andiniutic defended them 
ro be theirs by right and equitie. '[he lands therefore being ginen; from them/by

Claudiaspleaſure, and thatthey ſhould aske the Princes aduile. The Prince appto- 
uing Srraboes ſentence, wrote neuertheles that he would ayde the allies, and giue 
them that which they had vſurped; There died not long after, Domiri Afer,and 
quence: hein pleading of cauſes, Seruiliue famous forlong trequen ting the Forum ;

_« the youth vnlike to that it hathbeene,chrou " ſtrange manners, wreſtling naked, 
. cc idlenes, and licentious lone, the Prince and the Senate being authors thereof, who 
« have not only giuen licence to vices, bur alſo giuen them ftrengrh and force. The

Neuertheleſle the Kings fortreſſe , which the fierce youth had ſhut themſelues in, 
was not gotten bur by fight: for they;came foorth & skirmithr before the wals,bur 
driuE into their rampiers,&no 19ger able to reſiſt, atthe laſt yeeldto the forces of the 
 affailers. All which the Roman atchieued ſo much the eaſlier,bicauſe the Parthians 
were hindered with warre againſt the Hyrcanians: who had ſent to the Romane 
 Princetocrane theiralltance , declating that for a Pee of their frindſhip , they 
had ſtopved Pologeſes. Corbulo fearing leaſt thoſe Embaſladors in returning backe, 
having paſt Euphrates ſhould be ſurpriſed by che ambuſhe of the enimie, with a 
 goodguard conducted them to the red ſea: whereby hauing eſcaped the confines 
. ofthe Parthians, they e : aeey ſafe to their countrey. Belides this , Corbulo droue 
away Tirdates farre off; and from all hope of warres entering the confines of Ar- 
- mepia by the Medes ; by ſending befare the Lieutenant Yerwlanc with the confe- 
derates, himfelfe following with vacombred legions: and hauing waſted with fire 
 &ſword thoſe he knew to þe our enimies, & adhere to the King pur himſelfe in pol- 
" ſeſſion of Armenia: when as not long after came Tigrares choſen by Nero to take 
the kingdome, one of the! obilitie ofthe Cappadocians , and King _Archelawne- 
 phew : butby beingkepr along time an hoſtage in the citie, was humble and low! 
euen vnto ſeruile patience: neither accepted by conſent, ſome ſtill fauoring the Ar-

ſoldiers fauouring the infolent fiercenes of the old,as well for likenefle and confor- 
mitie of life, as hope of like licence. Beſides, a temple erefted in honor of C/audims | 


of famous memory,was an eyc ſoxe,apdan alrar of perperuall dominion ouer them: 
and the Prieſts which were choſen vnder colout of religion, waſted all the wealth of 


the inhabitants. Neither did it ſceme/any hard matter, to extirpate that colonie vn- 
_ defenſed and vnfortified which was not circumſpectly foreſeene by our capraines, 
whileſt they had a greater care of pleaſure then good gouernment. Amongſt theſe 


things the:image of Victoric ſet vp in Camalodunum fell downe without any ap- 
parant cauſe why, and turned back, as though it would giueplace tothe enemic. 
Andthe women diſtempered with futie,went ſinging,that deſtrution was at hand. 
And ſtrange noiles were heard in theit court, and the Theater gaye a ſound like to 
a howling, and aſtrange apparition jn.an arme of the ſea was a foretclling of the 
ſubuerſion of the colonie. Further, the Occan bloudie in ſhew, and dead mens 
bodiesleftafteran ebbe, as they brought hope to the Britaines, ſo they droue the 
old ſoldiers into a feare;zwho becauſe Suetonmwastarreoff,craucd aide of Catws De- 
cianusprocurator, He ſent not aboye two hundred men, andthoſe badly armed, 
and the number not great which was there before, truſted to the franchiſe of the 
temple, And thoſe hindering whichiwere confederates of the ſecret confpiracie 
troubled their deſeignments : for theyneither made trench nor dich, nor ſending 
away the old men and women, and keeping rthe/yong men only, being as ſecure as it 


' had beene in a full peace, they were urpriſed with a multitude ofbarbarous people, 


andall overthrowne, and waſted with violence, or conſumed with fire : the temple 
only excepted, into which the ſouldiers had fled, which alſo within two dayes was 


| beſieged,and taken. And the Britaine being thus conqueror,and meeting with Petra 
| Cerealis Lieutenant of the ninth legign which came to ſuccour them, put to flight 


+ thelegion, and flew all the fooremen. Cerealis with the horſemen eſcaped to the 


campe, and defended hicſelfe in the fortrefles, Through which ouerthrow, and 
hate of the prouince, 'driuen to take armes through the auarice of the Romaines, 
Catusthe procurator being afraid, failed to Gallia. Bur Suetoni;us with wonderfull 
conſtancie paſſing euen among the enemies, went on to London, not greatly fa- 
mous by the name of a colpnie, but fort concoutſle of Merchants, and prouifion of

commaundement, ſlewe:himſetfe. Afeer this gathering the armie togither, they. 
encamped againe,| readie tq cfrd 'the reſidue of the watre. And Ceſar augmen- 
ted his forces by ſending ut Germanic wo thouſand legionaries,cight cohorts 
of auxiliaries,and a thouſandhorſe;by whoſe comming the ninth legion was ſuppli- 
ed. Thecohors and wings were lodgedi in newe winter garriſons , andall thoſe 
. which were cither openly againſt vs, or doubrfull, were waſted with fire and (word. 
Butnothing ſo much diſtreſſed thar nation as famine, being negligent in ſowing of 
corne, and of all ages giuen to warre: and aſſuring themſclues roliue on our proui- 
ſion, beinga fierce nation flowly.gauecare to any peace. For Julius Claſicianus 
ſent to ſucceed Catus, andat variance with Swetonirs, hindered the common good 
with pruate grudges : and had bruted abroad thar the new Lieutenant was to be ex- 
pected, who without any hoſtile rancor, & pride df a conqueror, wouldentreat ſuch 
as would yeelde with all elemencie, | He ſent worde likewiſe ro Rome that they 
' ſhouldlooke for no endeof the warres qnleſſe ſome other ſhould ſucceed Suetonirg, 
attributing his aduerſe lucke, to his own ouerthartnes ; and the proſperous, to the 
good lucke of the common-wealth. YWhereupon to ſee what ſtate Bricannie ſtood 
in, Polycletus a freed man was ſent , Nero greatly hoping, that|by his authoritic 
there ſhould not onely an agrcement be made: betweene the Lieutenantand Pro. - 
curator; but alſo the rebellious mindes of the Barbarians be won to a peace, Nei- 
 therfailed Pohzcletms with his great hoaſt roſeeme burdeſorhe to Italic and Gallia; 
and afterhe had paſled the Ocean ſea, ſhew himſelfererribleeucn to our ſouldiers. 
Bur to the enimies he was but a laighirlg ſtocke, who being in ful poſſeſſion of liber- 
' tie-knew not what the power of freed men was :| and began tomarnell that a Cap- 
 taine, and an armic which had atchicued ſo many great exploits could yeeldto obey 
abond- ſlaue : : all things neuertheleſley were nf the beſt ro the Emperour, And 
Smetonins being occupiedi in diſparehing of buſiyes, after he had loſt a fewe galleies 
onthe ſhore, andthe gallie-{laues i in them , as though the warredid continue , was 
commaunded to deliuer the armie to Prtronie Twrpilians, who hadlately giuen vp 
his Conſulſhip: whoncither prouoking the cunNc,ner cgged ich him, gaue his laſie

' Lentinw gentlemen of Rome :\and they aſlociated vnto them CAntonits Privits, 
and <Aſinims Marcellus, Antbnie was readie and boldz Marcelhwunobly deſcended, 
 andnephewe to CM/inin Pollio,of a good cariage and behauiour; fauing thar he 


thoſe which Ihaue named, and others of leſſer calling: whereof he was conuifted 
| beforethe Lords of the Senat with Antonia, & Rufinus, & Terentins, and condenz- 
 nedby the law Cornelia againſt forgerie. But Marcellus the memorie of his aun- 
| ceſtors, and Ceſarsentreatic, acquired rather from puniſhment, than infamie. 'The 


| thought pouertie the woorſt of all things. Fabjanm then ſealed the teſtament with | 


ſame day ouerthrew Pompeianu Actianw, a yoong man, who had been Qt\zeſtorand

Wherx- 
upon a decree of Senate was ordained, thathe why ſhould either buy or ſell an 
ſuch aQions, ſhould'ſuſtaine the ſame puniſhment, as he who was publickly con- 
 demned for torging of crimes in falſe accuſations, Not long after Pedanms Serun- 
. da Proudft of the citie was ſlaine by his bondman, either becauſe he had denied 
 Inſtofa youth, as not induring his lord to be his riuall, Bur when all the bond(lanes 
ofthe houſe according to the oId cuſtom ſhould haue bin condemned for that fat; 
thruugh the flocking thither of people, which defended fo many innocent "chin $, 
' they grewaalmoſt toa murinie, and cuen in the Senate rſelfe; among which there

was afation, ſome contemning that onergreat ſeueritiez and many on the contrary 
vtrered his opinion as followeth. I haue oftentimes been preſent in this aſlemblie,

nion, ſo many confuledlyanſwered ragether, that there ſhould commiſeration be 
taken, of the number, age, ſexe, and vadoubred innocencie of many. Yetthat opi- 

- nionpreuailed,which cocluded they ſhould be puniſhed; but ir couldnot be execu- 
ted,a multitude being flocked togerher,threatning with ſtones and fire, Then Ce/ar 
rebuked the people by an edict,8& beſet al the way,by which the condemned parties 
were lead topuniſhmentwith a gard of fouldiers. C;gonm Farroaduiſed chatthe 
freed meh which lined vnder the ſame roofe with their maiſter flaine, ſhould be ba- 
niſhedIralie, Bur that was withſtoode by the Prince, leaſt the auncient cuſtome 
which clemencie had not diminiſhed, ſhould by crucltic be made worſe. The ſame 
men being Conſuls,T arguitize Preiſe was condemned for extortion,at the ſuite of 


the Bithynians,the Senators greatly reioyſing thereat,who bare in minde that S74- - 


tlie Taurus their Proconſull had beene accuſed by bim. The people were rum- 
bred and valued in Gallia by O.Yolu/ias, and Sext. Africanus, and Trebellius Maxi- 


mus;and whileſt Yoluſars and Afriganas contended for woorth and nobilitic , and 
borh diſdaining Trebelus, they preferred him before themſelues. Thar yeere dicd | 


Memmins Regulus, in authoritie, conſtancie, fame, as much as might be, the impe- 
riall highnes ſhadowing him, greatly renowmed in ſo much that Nero being ſicke, 
 andſuchas were about him flattering him, and ſaying that the Empire was at an 
end it he ſhould miſcary,made anſwere;that the common wealth had a ſupport and 
ſtay. Then they demaunding him in whom eſpecially? he added, in Memmius Regu- 
lus. Neuertheles Regwlas liued after this, ſhrowded by his quiet life, and becauſe he 
was of new nobilitie, and notenuied for his wealth. The ſame yeere, a place of all 
kinde of exerciſe called Gymnaſium was dedicated by Nero, and oyle giuen when 
they wreſtled naked to the gentlemen and Senate, according to the courteſie of

« to ſcoffe andieſt at him almoſt with theſe words. Thathe would pardon him pre- 
«c ſently; leaſtbeing ſo caſily bropght into a feare, he ſhould be ficke with longer pen- 
c« ſiuenes. But Corbato ſent the fourth and twelfth legion , which ſeemed wnablefor 
watre , becauſe they hadloſtthe valianteſt among them, and thereſt affrighted,into 
Syria; and condudcteth the fixt and third from thencejinto Armenia , all entireand 
whole, and accuſtomedto often and proſperous ſucceſle : and added the fiftlegion, 
which was in Pontus not daunted with theouerthrow of the others: Withall, the 
fifreenth newely arriued, and ſojne choſen in Illyricum and Acgypt, andall horſmen 
and footemen with aides of Kings allies, drawen togither to Melitenes, where he 
purpoled to paſle the river Euphrates. Then hauing taken a ſuruey of the armic |

c« not yet growneto thathead, that theyſhould necdea maine battell, Thar tothe 
« Romans many _ had ſorted luckily,and ſome to the Parthians a leſſon againſt 
« pride. Therefore it bchooued T7ridatesto accept as a gift thekingdome wnwaſted : #

Andrthe King ſecing Corbulo, lighted firſt from his horſezand Corbulodid the hike jm- 
: mediately,and both of them on foote,toyned righthands. Then the Roman oraiſel 
.theyoong Prince, that leaning dangerous vncertainties, he would imbrace fureand 
wholeſome counlell. 7 zridares hauing ſpoken much of the noblenes of his ſtocke, 
in thereſt was temperate,ſaying : that he would goe t9 Rome, and bring Ce/arnewe 
glorie : Arſacides humblie increating, the Parthians being daunted with no ad uerſe 
encounter, Then ſeemed ir good that Trridares (ſhould lay his royallcrowne befbre 
Ceſars image, and not take it againe but at the hand of X' exo; and ſo the ſpeech ras 
ended with a ſhort ſalutation, A few dayes after, with a great pomp on both parts;

erumper, the pile of wood before the Augural altar lighted with a torch: Corby/ 
made himanſivere, cxtolling cucry thing more then it was, to draw the new Prince! 
 Intoanadmiration of the old cuſtome.. The laſt day where was to take his joyr- 
| % ney, hedeſiredrtime to viſit his brothers and mother before; his departure, and Jefr, 
| iis daughter for an hoſtage inthe meane ſpace, and letters of ſubmiſſion to be ſent! 
to Nero. And departed thence, he found Pacoras with the Medes, and Volageſes at! 
Ecbatanes, not vnmindfull of his brother : for he had requeſted of Corbulo by ſpe-! 
all meſſengers,that Tiridates mightnorſhew any token of ſervitude, or deliuer yp. 
ais weapons, orbe barred from imbracing the gouernors of provinces,'or attendat;

red, and roo meane for ſuch Slcice, Fi he durſt not begin at Rome, but choſe 
Naples as a Greekecitie, thinking that that might ferue for a commencement to 
goeto Achaia,where hauing obtained the famous andin times paſt reputed ſacred 
crownes, & by that meanes grown in credir,he thought he ſhould ſtur a greardefire 
inthe citizens of Rome to mo hecomon rabble locked together,or ſuch as 
 thefameof thoſe plaies had drawne tr6 the next colonies & townes,and (ach as fol- 
lowed him cither'to do him honor, or ſandtic other ogcaſtons; yea companies of 
ſouldiers filled the Theater of Naples. Thete hapned as moſt men thought,a dole- 
full chance, bur yet as he conſtryed it,foretokening good luck,and ſent by the fauo- 
rable prouidence of the gods. Fqr the people were no ſponergone,and the Theater 
emprie,but it fell downe, without hurt danetoany, Therfore with ſongs compoſed 
for the purpoſe, thanking the gods, and celebrating the fortune of the late;chance, 
going'to the Adriatike ſea, he ſtayed in the meane time at Beneuentum, where, by 
Vatinius was exhibited a notable play of Feycers. Yartnins was one ofthe ſhame- 
leſt monſters of his courr, broughe vp ina coblers ſhop, miſhapen of bodie, and a 
ſeurrile teſter: and therefore firſ emploajed!in that pradtiſe; then by pickthanking 
and informing againſt the betterſort , grew to ſuch quthoritie, that incredirand 
wealth,and power of doing hurt;he was worſe then theworſt. Aero then comming 
to the play he had ſer forth,nonbe ar ther paſtime didithey abſtaine ſrpm doing of 
miſchiete, For the ſelfeſame daye Torquatys Silanus was conſtrained ro dye , be- 
. cauſe" that beſides the noblenes of the Junian tamilie, he ſayd, that he was in the 
fourth degree lineally deſcended from Augyitns of famous memorie., The accuſers 
were commaunded to lay to his charge, that he was ptodigall in gifts, ani thar all 
- his hope lay in the alteration of the ſtate. And that hehad noble men about him , 
which he called his Secretaries,maiſters of requeſts ,&Auditors,vhich\were names 4 
of imperiall dignitie, and deſeigaments of grear attempts, Then the chiefelt of his 
freed men were bound and caried away. And when Torquarm condemnation was 
at hand, hecut the vaines of his armes,and Nero as lis manner was, made an 6ra- 
tion after: that although he'haq! beene culpable, and worrhily diſtruſted his pur- 
2hadh aunted him, if he would have expected the 
udges clemencie. Notlong after forſaking Achaia fot the preſent (the/cauſes were 
vncertaine) he came againe to Rome, hatnjering greatly with himſelfe of going to

Thoſe bankers were molt ſpoken of for riot 
and fame, which Tigeli»ws prepared, which Iwill lay downe as a parerne of all, 
leaſt the fame waſtfulnes ſhould be often repeated, In CAeripaes lake therefore 
hebuilra boate, whereon the banker was drawne with orher boates. The boates 
were beſet with gold and Inoty. The rowers were ſtale Catamites, placed accor- 
ding to their age and skill of vnnaturall vncleannes, He had prepared Fowle, and 
_ wildebeaſts out ofdiuers countries, and out ofthe Ocean, On thebrinke of the. 
poole were brothell houſes , filled with noble women|: and over againſt them

he werea thirſt with running water. About the ſame timethe Fencers at Preneſte 
offering to make an eſcape, were hindered by a guarde of fouldiers which warched 
then:the people both fearful and deſirous of novelties, & now muttering & whiſpe- 
ring of Spartacus, and calling tominde the hurts which happened in times paſt, 
Notlong after newes came of 4 great misfortune by ſea; not by warre (for amore 
' firmepeacewas ſeldome ſeeme) but Nero had commaunded the naute to returne b 
accrtaine day to Campania, not exceptingthe hazards ofthe ſea, The Pilots there- 
' forealthough the ſea were (wi9 9h from Forraium 3 andthe Southweaſt winde 
blowing ſtrongly , whileſt they ſtroue to wipne the Promontorie of Miſenum, they 
daſht againſt the Cumanian ſhores, and loſt almoſt all the galleies, and many other 
ſmaller veſſels. In the end ofthe yeere prodigious woonders were noiſed as miefſen- 
gers of imminent misfortunes, [Great and $ften flaſhes of lightnings,and a blazing 
ſtarrealwaics purged by Nero'with the blopd of noble men. Monſters of men and 
| beaſts borne withtwo heads and caſt intq the ſtreetes , or found inthe ſacrifices 
when the cuſtome is toſlaie them when they be great with yoong. Andintheter-

 theirexample the gentlemen of Rome were become lazic. ; For what maruel] was it, 
iffrom Provinces tarre off they came notto Rome, whenas the moſt part h auing 
obtained the Conſulſhip. and prieſtly dignities, gaue themſelues rather ro paſſe rhe 
time withall pleaſures in their pryens? Whichrthe accuſers tooke hold of as it were 


ofa weapon. And Cofſutianws leading the daunce,and Marcellus with greater vehe-.| . 
mencie: Cried that this touched the whole ſtate , that through rhe diſobedience of 


the inferiours, thelenitie of the commaunder was made lefler. The Lords of the Se-

it is not onely an honour and gloric in ones owne nation to hauea gallant number, 
and a valiant in his traine ; butis alſoa matter of reputation with cities adioyning : 
as men fought vnto by Ambaſſadors: and preſented with gifts: and do oftentimes 
by their onely fame end warres. When theycome to ipyne barell, itis a(diſhonor 
tothe Prince,to be ouercome inwvalour : andto his followers,not to goas far in pro- . 
weſleas their Prince. Now to returne aliug from that battell, in which his Prince 
is {laine, 15a perpetuall infamie and reproch : being the principalleſtpart of their 
oath,to detend and maintaine him,and aſcribe their owne exploits to his glorie and 
honour. Princes fight for viftorie; the fullowers,for the Prince. If the citic where- 
in they are borne, grow lazic with a longpeace, and idlenes; moſt of the yoong no- 
| blemen, goeof their owne will to thoſe nations , wherein there is warres: bicauſe 
 thatnartion difliketh reſt and quictnes : as winning greater renowne in doubrfull 
 andhazardeous attempts; and notable to chtertaine ſogreat number of followers, 
burby violence andwarre: ſometimes by the liberalirie of their Prince getting that 
horle offeruice , and bloodie and conquering ſword. | Their bankets,andJarge, bur 
rude diet,is inſteede of pay: but matter to miniſter liberalitie commeth by warre and 
rapine. To manurethe ground, or expect the{eaſon , thoucanſtnor ſo caſilie per- 
wade them; as to prouoke theenimic, anti deſerue wounds - to get that withthe 
1weate of thy browes,which thou maiſt winne by the loſle of thy blood, they hold as 
an idle & flothfullpart,VVhen they are not buſied in wars, they giue not themſelves 
much to hunting: but ſpend more of their time in idlenes;as a people much giuen to 
ſleep and feed. VVhen the valianteſt and warlikeſt are idle, they commit the care of 
houſhold affaires &rtillage, to women & old men, & to the weakeſt of their family; 
and do themſelues grow heauc and lazie!: a ſtrange diuctſitie of diſpoſition, that 
the fame menſhould ſo much loue {louth, and hate quietnes. The cuſtome is in 
Cities to beſtow by pole vpon the Princes, cither of their catcell or graine, which is 
receiued as an honor, yer ſupplieth thejr wants, But aboue all, they are exceeding 
glad if any thing be preſented them by neighbour-nations , which do ſend ſome- 

_ times in particular, ſometimes in common as choiſe horſes, great weapans, furni- 
 rureforhorſe, and chaines; and now we haue taught them alſo to receiue money. 
It is well knowen that the Germans dwel] i nocities,nor willnot ſuffer their hou- 
ſes to ioyne together, but aſunder, the one from the other, as they liked beſt of their 
fountaines,ficlds,or wood. They buildnot;their villages as we do, one koule cloſe 
to another : but every man leaveth a ſpace about his houſe, either as aremedie a- 
gainſt misfortunes of fire, or by vnskilfulnes in building.

«Plus of "SA Has memorie, the chicfeſt of all authors doth deliner, that che ſtare 
:of the Gallois hath in times paſt beene of greater f force andy power, then now it 
is: and therefore not vnlike, but the Gallois went inro/Germanie. For what 
great hinderance could the rinex be; that,cuerienation as he was ftrong,ſhould not 


ler moraI— in poſicſſion and chaunge ſeats, yet vnoccupiedjand not diuided by any - 
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power ofkingdomes > Therefore the Heluctians held that whichlycth berweene the 
Hercynianfc reſt, andthe rwo rivers Rhene and Mcene: and the Bojj char whichiis 
beyond , borhnations of Gallia. The name of theBoiemi doth yetconrinue, and 
doth fignitic theold memorie of theplace, alchough the inhabirants be chan ged, 
Bur wherherithe Arauiſci from the Oh, apeople of Germanic, came into Panho. 


nia; or the Ofi from the Auariſci intg Germanic, is Fo vncertaine: conſidering 


they vic thefame language; lawes, andcuſtomes: for being equall in times paſt jn 
pouertic and kbercietthiccommoditics and diſcommodiries of both the banks were 
common to-them alike.” The Treueri and the Netuij ambiriouſly ſeerne to hane 
their beginning ft6 the Germans : as though by this glorie of blood, ;they ſhould be 
valike,and ifs in cowardlines from the Gallois. Withour all donbe the banke of 


Rheneis inhabited with wry #5 of Gernjanie, the Vangiones,Treboci,Nemetes. 
The Vbjj, albeit hey haue 


erued. robea Roman colonie: anddefire/to beicalled 
racher Agrippinians bythe'name of theirfoundreſſe; though nor aſhamed of their 


| beginning, haue hererofore pſt ouer; and for govd 'proofe of their fidelitic, haue 


beene planted vponthe banke of Rhene,to keepe off others, andnot for anyſafctic 7 
of their owne . / Of all theſe nacions;prhe chicteſt in valour are the Barauians , 


- whichinioyc ſmall parte of the banke'of Rhene, bur inhabir an Ilande of the 


river ofRhene; in times paſta people of the Carri, and went by reaſon of ciuill ſedi- 


. tion into! choſe countries ro be a part of the Roman Empire. The honour and 
marks of anncientalliance do yet coritinue, for they are neither contemned by pay- 


ing tributes, nor oppreſſed by thefarmer of publick revenues. They ate exempted 
from charges and contributions, as reſerued for vſe ofwarte,, as itwere armes and 


,weapons., The Martiaci do the like allegeance: : for the grearnes of the people of 
Rome hath been inlarged further then the old bounds of the Empire did-extend, 
|; and beyondtheRhene:; Therefore i inregard of their habitation and bounds, they 
inhabit the banke, bur in hart and minde dwell with'vs: in other rhings like the Ba- 
'  rauians;lauing tharbyreaſondf their ſoileand aire,they aremore forward and itour. 
' Iwillnot accompt them among the people of Germanie, albeir chey arc planted 


beyond Rhene, and the Danube, of whoſe land the tenth is raiſed, The lewdeſt of 
all the Gallois, and whon-neede hath driven to veature, haue poſſeſſed that coun- 
trey as doubtfullyholden. Not long after; hayjnginlarged their bounds, and placed 
fortreſſes farther, they are within the un, of the Empire, andareapartof the 

prouince. Beyond theſe, the Cartians begin from the Hercynianforreſt, bur haue 


% not ſo wide & matiſh a counrtrey, as the other cities in which Germanie doth open 


and ſpread itſelfe:for rhe hils are one by another, and continue a certaine ſpace, 
and then by little and little waxe thinner:} and the Hercynian forreſt doth containe 
the Catti, and is the bounds of their territorie. They are a people hardned tola- 


| bour, well ſer, ſterne countenanced;and bf greater courage. As Germans go, they 


are ſenſible wiſe men, and conſiderate: they preferre choiſe men, harken to their 


leaders, know their ranks, know where rang are, bridle their heate, diſpoſe 


of the day to their benefir,nttench in the night, hold fortune among things doubr- 
full, and eſteeme of valour as ofcertaintie: and which is moſt rare, and vnderſtood 
only by diſcipline, they repoſe more aſſurance in their leader, then in the armie.

Samnites,not the Carthagineans,northe;Spaniards,or the Gallois;no,not the Par- | 
thianhaue ſo often troubled ys: the libertic of the Germans being more earneſt, 
than the kingdome of the Arſgcides, :For what can the Eaſt obiect againſt vs, ſa- 
uing the death of Cra//ws, when he had defcated Pacorme, before troden downe by 
Ventidias ? But the Germans , having cither laine or raken Carbo and Caſiws, and- 
Seatirua Aurelins,and Seruilins Cepio,and Hd. MHanliushaue defeated allofiue Con-
